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may start in to raise the usual crop 
and raise twenty per cent more than 
he expected, simply because the raw 
material was furnished him in greater 
quantity and he was prepared to make 
use of it. 

The farmers of lowa were reported 
to have grown 380 million bushels of 
corn last year. Suppose they had 
formed a trust and concluded they 
would limit the acreage and grow only 
300 million bushels this season. Had 
they done so, with the present season 
they would have had only about 200 
million bushels. This thing alone has 
absolutely prevented the formation of 
trusts and’ kept farmers from commit- 
ting the unutterable folly into which 
other lines of business have fallen. 

Neither can the farmer control labor, 


for the reason that farm labor is 
skilled labor, the skill can be acquired 
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wheat must take in India, Russia, and 
the Argentine. A trust in corn must 
take in the Danube region, Egypt, and 
Argentine. As farmers do not hang 
together except under very great 
stress in a single county, or even a 
township, how can it be expected that 
they would hang together throughout 
the wide world? 

The farmers have the capital, but 
they will not commit it to the care of 
trust boomers or promoters, many of 
whom are morally incompetent. We 
hear a great deal about the farmers’ 
trust, but mainly in the city papers. 
If they were to go out and look they 
would find it, like hardpan, in some 
other county or state. 

The condition of trusts today is not 
much of an encouragement to farmers 


to form one, even if it were possible 
to do so. We have been greatly im- 











pressed during the last six months by 
a study of the markets in which the 
stocks of trusts are sold. Speaking 
generally, they have fallen off forty 
points on the value a year ago, and are 
bringing about the same prices they 
did in 1901; while the farms, on which 
no trust is possible, have increased 
in value from forty to sixty cents on 
the dollar since that time. If the 
banks in which farmers deposit would 
call in tomorrow the money they have 
loaned to trusts and large corporations 
there would be a panic within twenty 
four hours which would make the

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THE BIGGEST PROBLEM ON THE 
AMERICAN FARM. 


The biggest problem of the Ameri- 
can farmer is not how to grow grain 
or grass, or how to breed and feed 
cattle, hogs, or horses, or even how 
to make one hundred dollar land pay, 
but how to maintain and increase the 
fertility of his farm. We are rapidly 
exhausting our forests. We are ex- 
hausting, though more slowly, our sup- 
ply of coal both anthracite and bitumi- 
nous. Great as they are, these are 
small matters as compared with the 
exhaustion of the fertility of our soils. 

The American farmer from the be- 
ginning has been a soil robber, and at 
no time in the history of the country 
has be exhausted the soils, nor has it 
been possible to exhaust them, as rap- 
idly as he is doing it now. He cannot 
look back upon the record of two hun- 
dred years, or even of the last one 
hundred, with any degree of satisfac- 
tion. In the nineteenth centry he has 
cut down the forests of western Penn- 
sylvania, West Virginia, Ohio, and 
Indiana. He has broken up the 
prairies of Indiana, Illinois, Missouri, 
lowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota, North 
and South Dakota, Kansas, and 
Nebraska. 

Soil exhaustion has kept about fifty 
years in his wake and is keeping right 
on. The cry for commercial fertilizers 
goes up from the New England states, 
from the middle states such as New 
York, Pennsylvania, and Ohio, from 
southern Indiana’ and Illinois, central 
Missouri, and in a few years it will 
come from Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska, 
and almost the entire south. This cry 
for commercial fertilizers measures 
the exhaustion of soil fertility. One 
hundred years more of the methods 
that have been practiced for the last 
century will so greatly exhaust soil 
fertility that farming in the west will 
be what it is in many parts of the east, 
a profession to be avoided by the 
young and ambitious and enterprising, 
and left to those who are content to 
live a life of drudgery. This is put- 
ting it bluntly and strongly but plain- 
ly, because we want to wake up the 
farmers of this middle west and enable 
them to avoid the errors into which 
their fathers and grandfathers have 
fallen. : 

Many soils in the central west, espe- 
cially in central Indiana, in Illinois, 
and Iowa, have been so exceedingly 
fertile that the farmers are firmly con- 
vinced that they are inexhaustible, 
and that they can continue for the 
next twenty years as they have in the 
past to sell them piecemeal. 

For the last five or six years soil 
robbery has been exceedingly profit 
able on these lands. Landlords have 
been able to rent for half, on the best 
lands getting fifty bushels of corn per 
acre, worth fifty cents a bushel, or ten 
jollars an acre rent, which will pay 
vank interest on two hundred and fifty 
dollar land. It will not be many years, 
however, before they get to the end 














of their tether, and they will be get- 
ting one-third rent on thirty bushels 
of corn per acre. which, even at fifty 








cenis a bushel—» nrice which we can- 
not reasOuadly expec;—-would only pay 
five per cent on the oue hundred dol- 
lar land, less taxes. 

One of the first signs of decreasing 
soil fertility is the inability to grow 
clover. Every year more and more 
complaints come to us from farmers 
that they cannot get a stand of clover. 
We know exactly what that means. 
Where germinable seed has _ been 
sowed properly it cannot help but 
grow; but if the soil has reached a 
certain degree of depletion it will not 
continue to grow, and perennial weeds 
such as morning-glory, bind-weed, 
quack grass, and Canada thistle will 
take its place. No soils except those 
of Egypt, or other countries where 
the irrigation water brings with it a 
top dressing of fertility, can maintain 
their fertility under the methods of 
farming practiced by the grain grower 
of Illinois or Iowa. 

We have two classes of soil robbers: 
The comparatively poor man who forty 
years ago obtained an eighty or a quar- 
ter of the best land in Illinois, or Iowa, 
“skimmed the cream off of it,” to use 
his own expression, and went farther 
west for other fields to rob. He has 
been succeeded by the rich soil rob- 
ber, who has been able to buy a half 
section or a section, move to town, 
rent on shares, sell his grain off the 
land, and live on the profits. It will 
take the latter longer to get to the 
end of his tether, but the end is no 
less certain. 

What the farmers of the west, both 
landlords and tenants and men who 
operate their own farms, must do is 
to take up this question of the mainte- 
nance of soil fertility from the very 
bottom and fix upon methods of farm- 
ing that will not only maintain fer- 
tility but increase it. We shall have 
a good deal to say upon this question 
during the next year, because we con- 
sider it vital to the interests of our 
readers, which are our interests as 
well. 

It is to be hoped that with al! our 
agricultural colleges, farmers’ insti- 
tutes, an agricultural department of 
wonderful activity, an increased num- 
ber of agricultural papers together 
with the teaching of agriculture in the 
public schools, that sufficient interest 
in this primal human occupation will 
be created, that a new generation not 
of soil robbers but of soil builders 
will be developed. Fortunately the 
Farmer of all farmers does not allow 
any man by any method to so thor- 
oughly deplete the soil of its fertility 
that it cannot be restored by the adop- 
tion of proper methods of farming. If 
it were not for this, the prospect for 
the farmer one hundred years from 
now would be dark indeed. 





COMPARE THE CORN FIELDS. 


There is a wonderful object lesson 
this year in almost every neighbor- 
hood, if farmers will but study it. 
Here is a field on one side of the road 
which gives promise of sixty and 
sometimes even eighty bushels of corn 
to the acre; and on the other side cf 
the road a field that will do very well 
if it goes thirty. Here are outstanding 
facts that no farmer can very well help 
seeing every time he goes to town if 
he keeps his eyes open, and he should 
not be satisfied until he has fully in- 
vestigated the cause. His own obser- 
vation will give all the information 
he needs. 

These two fields are evidently alike, 
and yet one has a crop sixty to eighty 
bushels to the acre and the other less 
than thirty. It may be that the cause 
is a defective stand. If so, it will be 
evidenced by the vigorous growth and 
large ears of the present stand. In 
all probability that is not the reason 
at all. 

The probable cause is that the poor 
field of corn is tired, not exactly worn 
out, but wearing ont. Its humus has 
been exhausted by constant cropping 
without rotation and without manure 
Hence it was pasty when wet and 
baked when dry. It had lost its water- 
holding capacity, and on account of 
the crust which was formed on top 
after a dashing rain the roots could not 
secure sufficient oxygen to thrive. 
There was not enough vegetable mat- 
ter in the soil to dissolve uy its acids 
the mineral matter, without which 
corn cannot grow. What is the rem- 
edy for this? Clover, manure, deep 
plowing, thorough cultivation. 

Possibly it may be due to the fact 
that the farmer grew the wrong kind 


of corn. He may not believe in the 
corn gospel which we have been 
preaching. He may have concluded 


that one kind of corn is as good as 
another, that the kind he has grown 
is the best, and the result is a poor 
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crop simply because, no matter how 
good the land may be, this kind of 
corn, like an animal deficient in vital- 
ity, was not able to utilize fully the 
plant food available. 

Again, this poor crop of corn may 
have been grown on land that was 
rich enough and the corn planted may 
have been good enough, but it was not 
properly cultivated. It was perhaps 
plowed when it was too wet; the har- 
row did not follow the plow and clods 
formed; the furrow slice was not 
properly worked down to form an ideal 
seed bed. Hence the corn grew irreg- 
ularly, some of it strong, some of it 
weak. Possibly there was not suffi- 
cient after-cultivation, dashing rains 
baked the surface, and the farmer did 
not harrow it to conserve moisture. 

These we suggest as some of the 
probable reasons that the farmer 
should ascertain by observation, and 
thus prepare himself to avoid methods 
which have robbed his neighbor of 
his profits this year. 





BE MERCIFUL TO THE BEASTS. 


“A merciful man is merciful to his 
beast.” This is not exactly Scripture, 
but in point of fact it is a very good 
summary of several passages of Scrip- 
ture which indicate how a Christian 
should treat dumb animals. 

The horse in actual service during 
the winter has more reason for com- 
plaints of the unkindness of his mas- 
ter than any other animal. If horses 
are allowed range or exercise during 
the winter season they are likely to 
keep themselves pretty comfortable. 
Farmers are not usually neglectful of 
their tarns or horse stables; but they 
are very likely to neglect their horses 
in the way of blanketing when they 
go to church or to town. We have 
become accustomed to measuring the 
grade or degree of piety in any partic- 
ular country church by the protection 
given to the horses while their owners 
are engaged in public worship. We 
also measure the character of a man 
by whether he keeps his_ horses 
bianketed during cold weather when 
standing exposed to beating rains or 
snows or cold winds. 

Much of the actual comfort which 
the horse enjoys from a blanket de- 
pends on the wisdom of the farmer in 
selecting it. Don’t try to fool your 
horse with a poor blanket. Get one 
of standard quality. You will have to 
pay a little more for it, but when you 
have it it will wear and give your 
horse comfort. When you have driven 
to church or town your horse is warm 
and you are cold. Then if the horse 
is left standing exposed to cold winds 
perspiration is at once checked and 
the foundation is laid for disease. 
Blanket your horse with a _ good 
blanket. You will save money in the 
end, and be a better man and a better 
Christian. 





TREE PLANTING IN SOUTH DAKOTA. 


An Iowa subscriber who has a farm 
in Hand county, South Dakota, asks 
us for advice about planting a grove 
on it. He states that the ground was 
broken up last spring, seeded to small 
grain, and is being pastured. He 
wishes to know if if would be best 
to have the ground plowed again this 
fall, or to wait until spring; what kind 
of trees we would advise planting: 
how far apart in the row and how far 
apart the rows should be; also where 
he can buy the trees. 

In the longitude of Hand county, 
South Dakota, we would not wait un- 
til next spring to plow the ground, 
but would plow it as deep as we could 
this fall, and then if possible would 
subsoil it. Plowing in the spring 
would invite failure; for Hand county 
is on the 99th meridian and trees do 
not grow naturally there except along 
the streams. Hence the important 
point in the management of the soil 
is to store it with water, which is best 
done by deep plowing and subsoiling 
in the fall. When we were in that 
section some years ago we noticed that 
nearly all the timber claims were fail- 


ures because this important matter 
had been neglected. 
In order to retain the moisture 


stored away in the spring we would 


give this timber lot thorough cultiva- 4 


tion before planting the trees; and in 
order to secure continued cultivation 
for at least three years we would put 
the rows eight feet apart and grow 
about two rows of potatoes or other 
vegetables between each two rows 2f 
trees. 

In that section we would confine our 
planting to trees that are native to 
the section, the best of which is per- 
haps ash. For temporary timber cot- 
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tonwood and box elder might be addeq 
removing the latter and perhaps boi} 
during the process of thinning , 
Our correspondent will save time jy 
buying nursery trees, northern erow, 
or grown as far north as possible On 
this point he would do well to eons);

PLOWING MATCHES. 


We are giad to see the Scotch 
tom of holding plowing matches iy | 
fall of the year becoming somewha; 
common in the older states of the 
west. We notice that the farme; 
Wheatland township, Will county 
nois, held their thirty-third annua 
plowing match late in September 
This plowing match evidently came 
direct from Scotland, as it was 
gested by Mr. James Patterson 
many years president of the asso: 
tion. The annual attendance is now 
from four to six thousand people com 
ing from three counties, thanks to the 
development of the trolley system ji: 
that part of the state. 

A half acre must be plowed in thre« 
hours. Even depth of furrow 
inches deep and not over 61 
30 points; even width, 30 
straightness, 25 points; neatness 
points. Prize winners of previous 
years contested for a silver cup and 
$15; the post-graduates for a gol 
medal. Prizes for other class 
ranged from $4 to $10. The same 
prizes were also awarded to boys un 
der seventeen and also under fifteen 
Lest the boy who does good work 
should go home discouraged because 
he did not get anything, he is given 
$3. The annual cost of this meeting 
is about $300. The entertainments are 
music and baseball. 

Wherever there are hundreds of 
farmers you may expect other peopl 
not farmers, to be on hand, and this 
affords a splendid opportunity for th« 
salesmen of farm machinery to show 
their goods, for editors to look after 
subscriptions and patrons, and for poli 
ticians to give their constituents the 
“glad hand.” One good thing about 
this plowing match is that nobody is 
allowed to make a speech. How these 
politicians must feel to be bottled up 
in this fashion. The ladies of the com- 
munity furnish the dinner, charge a 
good price for it, and then give twice 
the worth of the money, especially if 
the visitor had an early breakfast and 
was late to dinner. They also hold a 
fair in connection with the match 
offer premiums for fine needlework 
and “kitchen chemistry.” The highest 
award in the grain show is $2. 

Besides all this it is a grand social 
gathering. The old fellows who 
plowed these prairies forty or sixty 
years ago and are now living in the 
past have a chance to “reminisce,” 
tell about the old days, which seems 
to be marrow and fatness to the sou! 
of the old man. This strikes us as a 
fine example of a clean gathering of 
farmers without the objections that 
can be made against some county 
fairs. Apart from the plowing and 
needlework and kitchen chemistry, it 
is a fine thing for the farmers and 
their families in the county and neigh 
boring counties to get together and 
have a sort of old-fashion “feast of 
tabernacles” for one day in the year 
They get to know each other better 
and are more ready and able to « 
operate in other good work.

PROTECT YOUR FRUIT TREES. 


One of the matters that is likely to 
be neglected at this season of the year 
is the protection of the trees in the 
orchard from field mice and rabbits 
Throwing up a mound of dirt around 
the tree will usually protect it from 
field mice, but not from rabbits 
there should be deep snow that crust 
on top. 

Perhaps when you’ examine youl 
trees you may find that the mischief 
is already done. If so, throwing 
dirt around the girdled tree will us 
ally save it, provided it is done so 
Another method of protection is 
take common window screen ab¢ 
twenty inches wide, cut it in piec 
large enough to go around the tre¢ 
fasten it around the tree and push 
down into the ground a little wa 
This will not only protect the t 
from mice and rabbits but from 0! 
variety of borers which so frequen 
girdles young orchard trees. If t! 
is not available, the next best thins 
to do is to wrap the tree with pape! 
for a couple of feet from the grounc 
anything to keep the rascals from 
stroying your orchard and making you 
use language that you would not wan 
your boy to hear. 
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THE LAST DRAGGING OF THE 
ROADS. 


There will be neighborhoods in the 
western states where during December 
farmers will go to town on smooth 
roads; and there will be other neigh- 
porhoods from which, farmers will go 
to the same town over roads closely 
resembling corduroy, wearing out 
their wagons and their patience, mak- 
ing the visit of the good wife to town 
a thing to be dreaded and not to be 
repeated until the constant bumping 
of wagons over the clods has worn 
them down to some degree of smooth- 
Whether the farmers go to town 
over smooth roads, or whether they go 
bumpety-bump, and thinking unutter- 
able things, will depend on whether 
they drag the roads at the right time 
just before the ground freezes up. 

We say it will be so this winter be- 
cause it was so last and the winter 
before, and will continue to be so for 
all time unless farmers learn how to 
use the road drag, and especially just 
before the ground freezes up. These 
roads will be smoothed down; and it 
is simply a question of whether they 
will be smoothed down after they are 
frozen, at a fearful expense of wagons 
and horse flesh and nerves and good 
temper, or whether they will be 
smoothed down with the drag when 
the ground is still soft and when the 
farmer can secure good roads for all 
winter by giving about an hour of time 
per mile of road. 

Of course to do this good job of 
smoothing and thus save wagons, 
nerves, and temper, will necessitate 
pretty close observation. No one 
knows just when the roads are going 
to freeze up. It may be just after a 
heavy rain; or it may be that they 
will freeze up dry and smooth, when 
no dragging is needed. None the less 
farmers who wish to have smooth 
roads this winter should keep a close 
watch on the weather. Better drag 
two or three times before the roads 
finally freeze up than run the risk of 
having to bump over clods for a week 
or two, or perhaps a month. 

The road drag is rapidly coming into 
favor. Its use has done wonders in all 
the states of the west; but it is only 
in the beginning of its usefulness, that 
usefulness being measured by the in- 
telligence and wise forethought of the 
farmers along the line. When the 
roads get muddy in November don’t 
wait for somebody to order you to get 
out the drag and smooth the roads; 
don’t wait for somebody else to do it. 
Do it yourself, whether you get paid 
for it or not, and thus save time and 
temper and horse flesh, and receive 
the blessings of all passersby.

THE EVILS OF SPECULATION 


We are just now getting some fine 
object lessons on the evils of specula- 
tion, a vice that seems as difficult of 
extermination in the business world 
as intemperance in the social world. 
Dairymen are wondering why it was 
that a short time ago they were. get- 
ting thirty cents a pound for butter 
fat and in ten days the price dropped 
to twenty-one. We will explain it to 
him: Some large butter firms in Chi- 
cago concluded to boom the price of 
butter and in doing so pushed it up 
to a point where it was profitable for 
packers to manufacture oleomargarine. 
Like other speculators, they were not 
satisfied until they put it up to a point 
beyond the reach of a large portion of 
the butter-eating public. Under the 
present financial conditions they 
failed, of course, and were obliged to 
put on the market in one day enough 
butter to supply the city of Chicago 
for three weeks and take whatever 
price they could get for it. If they 
had allowed the law of supply and de- 
mand to take its course there would 
have been no increase in the manu- 
facture of oleomargarine, nor would 
there have been any necessity for 
flooding Chicago with butter in a sin- 
gle day. 

The copper mine owners started out 
last summer to boom copper metal, 
and pushed it up to twenty-six cents 
a pound, about twice the cost of min- 


ing it. Copper users finally refused 
to buy, and a great flood of copper 
Was poured into the market, sending 


it fown to twelve cents and sending 
the stock of one of the leading mines 
from sixty cents down to ten cents 
ina single day. The enormous losses

Sustained by speculators in stocks of | 


copper companies precipitated a panic, 
With its untold losses to farmers all 
Over the west as well as to holders of 
ecurities all over the east. For im- 
mediately following this trouble the 
Price of every kind of live stock and 
grain immediately fell, which within 
twenty-four hours affected the prices 
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at which they were purchased at 
every market in the cattle and corn 
states. 


Farmers and others have been feel- 
ing secure on account of the moderate 
crops and the high prices which (un- 
der the law of supply and demand) 
they would command the world over; 
and believed that whatever trouble 
might occur among the gamblers in 
Wall Street, they would not be made 
to suffer. They are now beginning to 
learn that speculation, or the attempt 
to corner any particular grain or stock 
in any part of the world is felt among 
the farmers of the west almost as soon 
as among the investors of the-east, so 
closely are all ranks and conditions 
of men bound together by ties which 
they cannot sever in this period of 
our civilization. 

Nor need we be surprised at these 
results. They are just such as have 
occurred in every part of the world 
in every line of business. Speculation 
in corner lots has laid waste many a 
promising city. Speculation in lands 
has ruined thousands of farmers as 
well as business men. Speculation is 
simply an attempt to interfere with 
the legitimate operations of supply and 
demand. 

The farmer can never afford to spec- 
ulate even in the products of his own 
farm. Whén his hogs or cattle are 
ready to go and he holds them longer, 
he ceases to be a feeder and becomes 
a speculator. When his wheat and 
corn are fit for the market and he 
needs money, but still holds them for 
a price which he has fixed in his own 
mind, he ceases to be a farmer and 
becomes a speculator, with the odds 
against him every time. If he does 
not need the money, he can afford 
to hold his grains for what in his 
judgment is the highest market. For 
somebody must hold these grains till 
they are ready for consumption, and 
the farmer can do it cheaper than 
anyone else; but he cannot afford to 
fix a price below which he will not 
sell, unless that price bears some re- 
lation to supply and demand. It is 
often one thing to raise a crop and 
another to convert it into dollars to 
the best advantage. How to check the 
evils of speculation is another matter, 
which we may discuss at another time. 





READ YOUR PAPERS MORE 
CAREFULLY. 


Now and then some one complains 
that Wallaces’ Farmer tells the same 
things over and over again year after 
year. This must necessarily be so, 
although we try to state the simple 
truths, which are comparatively few 
in number, with the greatest possible 
variation in style and language; so 
that on the one hand we can main- 
tain the interest of those who have 
read the paper for years and on the 
other hand get the points as clearly 
and simply as possible before our new 
subscribers. 

A letter just received from a warm 
friend of the paper illustrates the 
necessity of this constant repetition. 
He tells us that he has thirty loads 
of manure yet to haul, and wishes to 
know whether it will be better to put 
it on his fall plowing now than to put 
it on his oats ground in the spring. 

We have pointed out year after year 
that the place to put manure is on 
sod the year before you break it up, 
and thus give the rank-growing corn 
he full benefit of it; and then if the 
corn ground is so rich that oats will 
lodge, to take another crop of corn 
and get the rankness out of the land. 

Unless our correspondent’s oats land 
is very thin we would not put the 
manure on either place that he sug- 
gests, but would put it on pasture, 
because manure is very likely to make 
oats lodge if the land is at all rich. 

The same correspondent asks if it 
would pay him to sow clover with his 
oats for the purpose of plowing it un- 
der the next year, as he has all the 
meadow that he can use and it is per- 
manent. If conditions are such that 
he can secure a good stand of clover, 
it will pay him to plow it under in 
the fall, but not as well as if he were 
so situated that he could take a crop 
of hay and of seed or pasture the fol- 
lowing year. We have done this a 
number of times and found that it 
paid; but we do not like to recommend 
it, for the reason that we have a num- 
ber of readers whose idea in growing 
clover is’simply to get more grain to 
sell off the land, and if this were gen- 
erally adopted it would lead to im- 
poverishment of the land. 

He still further asks if sweet clover 
can be compared to common red as 
manure, or whether it would be better 
to sow crimson. As our correspondent 
is in Iowa, we would not advise him

to sow crimson clover at all, for the 
simple reason that it will not stand 
Iowa winters, nor winters anywhere 
in the same latitude. It is not safe 
to sow it north of latitude 40 except 
on the sandy lands along the eastern 
coast, where it fits in the rotation 
adopted by gardeners or growers of 
vegetables. Sweet clover is a rank- 
growing biennial of a good deal of 
value where you cannot grow other 
clovers. Notwithstanding the recom- 
mendations of some of our correspond- 
ents, we do not feel justified in ad- 


vising its use in preference to the 
other clovers where they can be 
grown. 


While these questions have all been 
discussed repeatedly in the Farmer, 
nevertheless we are anxious to receive 
such letters, because they show the 
trend of thought of a percentage of 
our subscribers. Bear in mind that 
what is published in Wallaces’ Farmer 


is not intended to be read and laid 
aside, but to be thought over care- 
fully until the underlying principles 


are fixed clearly in the mind. 





THE FARMERS’ NATIONAL. 


The wise men of the east met in 
Chicago a couple of weeks ago at the 
Civic Federation. The wise men of 
the west, or the Farmers’ National 
Congress, met in Oklahoma the week 
before. The wise men of the east 
passed resolutions, but only on mat- 
ters on which they could all agree, 
which was mainly that there should 
be some little modification of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law, an investigation as 
to the extent to which business men, 
farmers, and manufacturers, were to 
be allowed to form combinations in 
the future, and also an inquiry into the 
possibility of inaugurating a system 
of federal license for corporations do- 
ing interstate business. 

The wise men of the west were not 
sparing in their resolutions. In fact, 
the report of the resolutions adapted 
covers so many things that we cannot 
possibly find space for it in Wallaces’ 
Farmer, but must give the briefest 
possible summary, as follows: 

They resolved in favor of teaching 


agriculture and kindred sciences in 
public schools; in favor of parcels 
post, as per the recommendations of 


the postmaster general; in favor of 
imposing fine and imprisonment on in- 
dividuals or officers of corporations 
who violate the interstate commerce 
law; in favor of protection of live 
stock from tick fever; in favor of arbi- 
tration betwixt labor and employer; 
in favor of improvement of water- 
ways; in favor of a more equitable 
adjustment of freight rates, especially 
against a through rate higher than 
the sum of the locals, and in favor of 
more uniform classification; in favor 
of secondary schools in connection 
with land grant colleges; in favor of 
temperance legislation;- in favor of 
various co-operative associations for 
the disposal of farm products, such as 
Co-operative Cotton Growers, Co-oper- 
ative Live Stock Association, and 
Farmers’ Co-operative Elevator Asso- 
ciation; in favor of building good roads 
through the nation by state and fed- 
eral and local co-operation.

boards of trade; against the slaughter 
of birds. They urged congress to pro- 
vide means to carry out the irrigation 
projects. They also urged a more 
equitable distribution of freight cars. 
They endorsed President Roosevelt in 
his prosecution of corporations violat- 
ing law. 

These are some of the resolutions 
which were adopted by the Farmers’ 
National Congress. These wise men 
of the west seem to know what they 
want, and ask for it, and their recom- 
mendations are such as in the main 
will meet the approval of farmers gen- 
erally. 





DRYING WEATHER FOR CORN. 


The corn belt has generally been 
favored during the month of October 
with drying weather, which is needed 
quite as much for drying the corn as 
the hot weather in September for 
maturing it. The precipitation over 
most of the corn belt has been from 
an inch to an inch and a half less than 
the normal during the month. 

If it had not been for this dry 
weather we should have heard no end 
of complaint of the poor quality of the 
corn crop of 1907. As it is now, there 
will be a good deal of soft corn even 
in the best fields. What is needed is 
dry weather up to the first of De- 
cember. 

Once more we urge upon our read- 
ers the importance of ventilating their 
corn cribs; for unless the rainfall be 
a minus quantity east of the Missouri 
river up to December 1st there will 
be a great deal of corn of low grade 
in the cribs that have not been thor- 
oughly ventilated. Remember that the 
ventilation is needed in the middle of 
the crib. Ventilators may be made by 
using old rails or board boxes, any- 
thing to have a circulation of air 
through the center, where corn usually 
spoils. Better let your corn stand out 
and husk it with cold fingers than to 
have it spoil this year after | being 
cribbed. 





VALUE OF BEET PULP. 


A Dallas county, Iowa, correspond- 
ent writes: 


“In looking over the analyses of the 
different feeding materials in the 
Iowa Year Book for 1906 I see that 
beet pulp is higher in protein content 
than other feeds except dried blood 
and meat scraps. (See pages 626, 627, 
and 628.) I also see that it is higher 
in phosphoric acid as well, and in pot 
ash. Now, if this table is correct, why 
should this not be a good feed in con- 


nection with ear corn and _ shock 
corn?” 
Unfortunately, the figures given in 


the Year Book on page 628 are not 
correct with regard to beet pulp. The 
mistake was evidently made by giving 
the beet pulp the analysis which be- 
longed to dried fish and to dried fish 
the analysis which belonged to beet 
pulp. Instead of containing 44.1 per 
cent protein beet pulp contains but 
.6 of one per cent. 
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HAVE YOU GATHERED THAT 
CATALPA SEED? 


Our readers may be surprised that 
so strongly on tree plant 
ing and particularly upon planting 
catalpa speciosa. The reason is that 
we are as well satisfied as we can be 
of anything, that we are to have a 
very dearth of timber in the 
next twenty-five years; that fence 
posts will cost big money, and as agri- 
culture develops more and more of 


them will be needed; and that the 
cheapest possible way to obtain them 
is to grow them, and among the trees 
that should be planted in the grove 
is catalpa speciosa 

Many of our readers who planted 
catalpa groves at our suggestion 
twenty years ago, and have not found 
them satisfactory for fence posts, will

object, and say that they have tried 
this and been disappointed. So did 
we. Our planting have not succeeded 


as well as we-had hoped, largely due 
to bad purchases of trees, inefficient 
‘ultivation, and since we parted with 
the plantings several years ago, bad 
management or total neglect. None 
the less, we are morally certain that 
if farmers will plant the speciosa and

cultivate them as we suggest it will 
be as sure a crop as they can put in 
the ground for the next ten years 
Our immediate object now is to get 
the boys out to gather catalpa spe 
ciosa seed. We wish, however, to give 
them’ a word of caution. Together 
with the speciosa there are a good 
many of the soft catalpa trees, some 
times called the catalpa bignonioides; 
and sometimes catalpa catalpa, and 
the first thing to do is to learn to dis 
tinguish between these two varieties. 
The soft catalpa is worthless for post 
purposes, though fairly good for fue! 
a beautiful tree when in bloom; but 
should never be used except for orna- 


mental purposes, and not even then 
because it hybridizes with the spe 
ciosa. 


How distinguish them? First, don't 
gather any seed from any low-spread 
ing, many-branched tree that has 1n 
abundance of seed, and with a smooth 


bark. This is the soft variety. It ‘s 
easy to gather seed on it, because it 
is low down and abundant. Gathering 


seed from the speciosa is slower work, 


because it is a tall, straight growing 
tree and seeds rather sparingly, in 
some years not at all. It will have 
pods hanging from the tree singly, 
whereas you will find three or four 
from one stem in the soft catalp? 


You will notice that the hardy variety 
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is tall, reasonably straight, though not 
as straight as an ash or a pine. Its 
bark is rough like the bark of ash, 
and shows no disposition to peel off 
like the birch. If you examine the 
seeds you will find a marked differ- 
ence. The soft catalpa seed is long 
pointed at both ends, and rather 
slender. The speciosa has a broad, 
rather thick seed, moderately blunt at 
both ends. This should enable any 
person who has sharp eyes to distin- 


guish them, even if he has made a 
mistake in the tree. 

We have been surprised lately to 
find how far north speciosa may be 


grown. In September we saw a splen- 
did grove at Eagle Grove, Iowa. There 
is also a splendid grove at Albert Lea, 


Minnesota, and we have seen some 
fine trees in Minneapolis. All of 
which means that the hardy catalpa 
can be grown successfully much 
farther north than we had ventured 
to affirm heretofore. 

Get the seed now; tie them up in 


a paper sack in the pod and hang 
them up in a safe place for the winter. 
Plow the ground for your grove this 
fall and next spring we will tell you 
how fit it, how to plant and cultivate 


BEET PULP FOR STEERS. 


The Michigan Experiment Station 
has recently out Bulletin 247, 
which contains the report of a series 
of experiments in fattening steers on

Three different feeding trials were 
conducted. In the first trial the ration 
of one lot consisted of 7.86 pounds of 
corn meal, 1.56 pounds of oil meal

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SORGHUM SMUT. 


Readers of Wallaces’ Farmer are all 
familiar with the formalin treatment 


for smut in oats and are generally 
adopting it. If any year they fail to 
do so, they usually get a sharp re- 


minder from the field itself by the ap- 
pearance of smut with its consequent 
though often unmeasured loss. 

Sorghum is also subject to smut, but 
t resembles more closely the smut of 
corn than that of oats. It is well 
tled that the smut of corn is not 
ymmunicated through the seed but 
through breaks in the epidermis or 
skin of the stalk. It is equally well 
settled that the smut germs are sown 
with oats, and also that the smut 
germs of sorghum are sown or planted 
with the seed, or may have remained 
in the ground if smutted sorghum was 
grown upon it the year before. Oats 
seldom follow oats, but sorghum fre 
quently follows sorghum. 

The Kansas Experiment Station has 
been conducting a number of experi- 
ments for the purpose of determining 
how to prevent this sorghum smut, 
which has become much more common 
in that state than in states east of 
it, because of the larger amount 
grown there from year to year. They 
found that the smut treatment is quite 
as effective for sorghum as for oats, 
and that if a sack of sorghum seed is 
suspended in a one-half of one per 
cent solution of formalin for two hours 
and then dried the smut germs are 
effectively killed. This means that 
one pound of formalin should be added 
to twenty-five gallons of water when 
used in the treatment of sorghum seed 
for smut. 

While the station recommends that 
the sorghum seed be put in a gunny 
sack and suspended in this solution for 
two hours, we fear many of our read- 








ers would find this a rather puttering | 


job. We do not see why the same 
end would not be subserved by wet- 
ting it as we do oats with a weaker 
solution. The main point is to have 
every seed wet. In treating oats in 
this way we use a pound of formalin 
to forty gallons of water, about fifty 
per cent weaker. 

Farmers in purchasing sorghum 
seed should examine it carefully and 
whether there are indications of 
smut. Unlike oats, when sorghum 
seed is smutted it is black throughout, 
much like the bunt or stinking smut 
of wheat. A little examination of the 
seed will show whether there are any 
indications of smut or not. If a farm- 
er finds he has smutted seed, he should 
either return it or use the solution as 
above directed. 

If the sprinkling method used, 
the seed should be kept thoroughly 
wet, more so, in fact, than oats, then 
heaped up and covered for four or five 
hours with blankets, then shoveled 
over and dried out. 

The recommendation of this method 
by the station is one of considerable 
importance to sorghum growers not 
merely in Kansas but everywhere.

We know one man 
in the west who has a deep regard for 
the old homstead, has it fenced up, 
won’t let anyone cut any timber on 
it, and is letting it grow up to pines. 
He finds that the land, from which 
when a boy all the timber big enough 
for use was cut, is now, after a lapse 
of fifty years, yielding a paying crop. 

A large portion of these lands in the 





eastern states will be taken for sum 
mer residences and improved by men 
who make their living away from the 
farm, men who want to imitate the 
English land owner, give house par 
ties and entertain their friends, and 
that without much regard to expense. 
These are “agriculturists,’ according 
to a definition which we have some 
times, heard: “An agriculturist is a 
man who makes his money in business 
and spends it on the farm; while the 
farmer is a man who makes his money 
on the farm and spends it in town.” 

We are satisfied that there is a good 
deal of land in the eastern states that 
could be made highly profitable by 
men who regard farming as their mis 
sion and make it their pride, and who 
would use the best modern methods 
We would not be surprised if the time 
would come when there is a very con 
siderable drift of farmers from the 
west to the east.

The mer- 
chan in a town compete with each 
price and quality of the 
goods until in t'mes of falling prices 
they are obliged to sell at bare cost 
or less; so with coal dealers, and, in 
fact, every other Manutfac: 
turers are strongly tempted to con- 
tinue this competition to a point where 
there is no profit. and are frequently 
compelled to continue it to a point 
where there is an actual loss; for it is 
eisier in the hope of better things to 
run a factory at-a loss than to close 
it up, disorganize the help, and allow 
the factory to go to rack and ruin. 

The first attempt to remove the dif- 
ficulty is by an understanding on the 
quiet in localities When some per 
son breaks over this understanding 
then there is the “gentleman’s agree 
ment” of which we have heari so 
much Then comes the combination 
in the form of a trust, as in the erise 
of what are now known as the indus 
trials, and in the case of the railroads 
in joint ownership of different lines, 
combining them into great systems. 

First, then, it is competition; sec- 
ond, combination. Out of this by a 
slow process is evolved the last and 
highest industrial development, name- 
ly, co-operation. A number of illus- 
trations can be readily furnished. In 
the state of Iowa and different states 
of the west there was competition 
among insurance companies until the 
price of insurance was below its cost. 
Then came combination of the insur- 
ance companies and a fixed schedule 
of prices. The farmers, however, soon 
found that by co-operating they could 
save about two-fifths of the cost of 
their insurance, largely made up, how- 
ever, of the agent’s commission. 

The same has gone on in 
creamery companies. First it was 
competition among the _ different 
creameries, often of a cut-throat char- 
acter. Then came combination in the 
shape of the line creameries, that is, 
a number of creameries owned by the 
same persons. The farmer, however, 
when he learned the creamery busi- 
ness, ascertained that he could pro- 
duce butter at a cheaper rate than the 
line creameries. Hence co-operative 
creameries sprang up all over the 
country. In the last few years the 
centralized creamery covering a 
county or two has sprung up as an 
attempt to form a combination and 
thereby reduce the cost of manufac- 
ture. In competition with these have 
sprung up the co-operative centralized 
creameries, which divide the profits 
among their patrons in proportion to 
the amount of milk furnished. 

It must be apparent to any man who 
thinks the subject over carefully that 
a combination or trust among farm- 
ers in supplying the world with grain 
and meat products is entirely out of 
the question. No trust or combination 
can succeed unless it controls the sup- 
ply of raw material. As the raw ma- 
terial of the farmer is the seasonal 
rainfall and sunshine and the imme- 
diate available fertility of the soil, the 
farm being merely his factory and he 
himself the operative, it is quite evi- 
dent that he is not prepared to enter 
into a trust. 

A trust, moreover, must be able to 
meet all competition. Hence a farm- 
ers’ trust must take in all the grain 
producers—the fellah in Egypt, the 
Ryat or small farmer in India, the

This made 
the entire sheep freight rate from 
Omaha to Chicago, having fed in 


transit, 32 cents. Shortly after the 
commissioners issued their new tariff 
on live stock within the state showing 
a material reduction the railroad peo- 
ple annulled the feeding in transit ra‘e 
on sheep, and this year sheep feeders 


have been compelled to pay a very 


much larger rate than last year. The 
rate now on feeding sheep is a short 
rate from the Missouri river or 
wherever the sheep are bought to the 
farm on which they are fed, and again 
the local rate from the farm to Chi- 
cago. This makes an advance in the 
shee» rate as compared with last year 


of all the way from 10 to about 50 per 
cent The matter was presented to 
the railroad commissioners, who have 
taken it under advisement, and it is 
expected on the showing made that 
a s'bstantial reduction in sheep rates 
within the state will be granted by 
the commissioners. 





DECENTRALIZING BUSINESS, 


We -do not always agree with the 
utterances of Mr. James B. Hill, of the 
Great Northern railroad, but whatever 
he does say on the subject of either 
agriculture or transportation is worth 
thinking over carefully. We are in- 
debted to him for a phrase which ex- 
presses what we have been trying to 
say in other words, namely, “decen- 
tralizing business.” In other words, 
business has become centralized and 
congested in large centers, with the 
result that it is exceedingly difficult, 
and in many cases impossible, for the 
railroads to furnish facilities for the 
speedy emptying and returning of 
cars 

The cost of terminals is becoming 
the railroad man’s burden. No one 
seems to have anticipated the effect 
of ihe low long haul in crowding the 
agricultural products of the Missis- 
sippi valley into these great centers. 
While the railroads obtained at first 
all the facilities that they thought they 
would ever need, lots have advanced 
in price so rapidly and have been 
covered with buildings of great value, 

til it is practically impossible to 
enlarge terminal facilities in the cities. 
Hence the railroads have been forced 
to put their yards a long distance out, 
and these become so congested that 
it is impossible to get the empty cars 


b: again into the country in any 
reasonable length of time. According 
to the estimate of more than one rail- 
road president. the average daily 
movement of freight cars used in 

insporting grain or hay or other 


m products is only from twenty to 
ity-five miles a day, whereas the

of the country, and build cities where 
it is most convenient and apparently 
most profitable for them at the time. 
Nature, or, rather, the great Power 
behind nature, takes vengeance by 
allowing causes to work out their in- 
evitable result and punish the men 
who undertake to interfere with 
nature’s laws. 

If this view of Mr. Hill’s—with 
which we think a good many men will 
coincide before many years have 
passed—is correct, then the railroad 
companies of the nation are facing a 
very big problem, and facing it just 
at a time when the entire railroad 
business seems likely to break down, 
apparently of its own weight, but 
really because the capitalization of the 
railroads has become so great that 
they cannot afford to pay interest and 
dividends on this capitalization and at 
the same time furnish the community 
with the adequate facilities for trans- 
portation of products. 

Notwithstanding the immense profits 
of the railroads for the last few years, 
they have done very little toward 
double tracking, which has become 
essential on al the main trunk lines. 
Had the railroads been capitalized 
honestly, had there been no watered 
stocks, ample dividends could have 
been paid on the original cost, the 
lines fully equipped from the excessive 


profits, and the community well 
served. ‘ Instead, the railroads have 
made the fundamental mistake of 


making a downhill track to the great 
centers and an uphill track out to the 
country. In other words, they have 
given us the low long haul to the 
great centers and great manufacturing 
points and high local rates to the 
country places. This has tended to 
check the natural development of 
smaller cities and towns, and has con- 
gested population -in great centers, 
which have become centers of corrup- 
tion and apparently impossible to gov- 
ern. The problem of decentraliz:ng 
business is a very serious one, and 
will engage the best thought of the 
ablest men connected with the trans- 
portation business. 


COMMISSION MERCHANTS SUED. 

Las week the Co-operative Live 
Stock Commission Company brought 
suit in the circuit court of Kansas 
City for $96,000 damages against four- 
teen members of the Traders’ Live 
Stock Exchange. The Co-operative 
Company alleges that members of the 
Traders’ Live Stock Exchange belong 
to a combination which has been boy- 
cotting and combining against the Co 
operative Company. Under the law 
they can be held responsible in money 
damages if the charges made are true. 
This promises to be a hard fought suit 
and the outcome will be watched with 
great interest, both by the commis- 
sion merchants and the farmers and 
feeders of the west. Fifteen hundred 
of the latter are stockholders in the 
Co-operative Live Stock Commission 
Company and the fight this company 
is making to secure an open market 
and a square deal in Chicago and 
Kansas City as well as at St. Joe is 
really a fight between the feeders and 
shippers of the west and the live stock 
exchanges at these markets. The Co- 
operative Company began business a 
year ago in September. At the begin- 
ning when its business was small the 
commission merchants and live stock 
exchanges paid little attention to it 
but as its receipts began to increase 





and it took rank with the largest con- 
cerns at the yards a system of boy- 
cotting and misrepresentation was in- 
augurated and has been followed ever 
since by the members of these ex- 
changes.

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OUR WEEKLY MARKET LETTER. 
Chicago, Nov. 11.—The financial string- 
ency has been the one dominant factor 
in the commercial situation for another 
week, and the outlook for the near future 
is not all that could be desired, liquida- 
tion still going forward. Bankers are 
paying out cash as sparingly as possible 
everywhere, and most of the business of 
the country is being transicted through 
checks. A grent deal of money his been 
withdrawn from circulation temporarily, 
and this adds to the unplessintness of 
the situation. The large iiew York corpo- 
rations having large pay rolls to meet 
hdve been offering in some instances a 
premium to the banks for currency, and 
in some cases as high as 2 per cent has 
been paid. Increased numbers of banks 
have prepared pay roll checks for the 
use of customers, the checks ranging in 
denominations from $1 up to $10, and 
their use is becoming quite general. The 
savings banks have received numerous 
withdrawal notices, but on the other hand 
cancellations of notices given a short time 
ago are reported Some of the large 
corporations with banking connections 
are turning most of their cash receipts 
into the banks, while small tradesmen 
are holding on to their cash, which they 
need for carrying on their business. The 
banks are importing large amounts of 
gold, and nearly 51,090,000 has been en- 
gaged so far The situation causes a 
great deal of uneasiness upon the part 
of farmers and stockmen, many of whom 
are declining to part with their grain, 
live stock, and other products, except for 
cash. They are declining in many cases 
to accept checks, and insist upon getting 
currency As it is impossible for city 
merchants to accommodate them in this 
way, there is a great falling off in the 
marketings of agricultural products from 
many sections The stringency even ex- 
tends to European countries, and the 
tank of England has increased its mini- 
mum rate of discount 5% to 7 per cent 
in order to prevent as far as_ possible 
the shipment of gold to our shores. The 
country banks are suffering their share 
of discomfort, being unable to get cur- 
rency from city banks, and their de- 
positors are naturally discontented, but 
are generally trying to make the best of 
what they believe will be only a tempo- 
rary difficulty Of course, business inter- 
ests are seriously affected, and the rail- 
road lines are delaying indefinitely work 
that is needed now. Stiff rates of inter- 
est prevail everywhere, and the Chicago 
banks are obtaining from 7 to 7% per 
cent. Banks everywhere are refusing to 
make loans on stocks, and most of the 
trading in the Wall Street stock market 
is done on a cash basis, investors having 
been busy picking up rare bargains 
It is a remarkable fact that following

Messrs. Geo. Hamilton & on ‘Gens their 
first sale of Aberdeen Angus at their 
farm near Ocheyedan, Iowa, on the 6th 
inst.

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How do these rough yard men sb- 
sist? 

A commission man told me that one 
of these men who retired from the 
yards a few years ago had accumu- 
lated a fortune of a quarter million 
dollars in the yards. 

The fact that most of the men 
who handle the live stock in the lanes 
and pens, who drive the herds through 
leng alleys and runways, who order 
the feed and who generally manage the 
stock in the yards previous to sale, are 
engaged directly or indirectly in hand 
ling the crippled hogs and the “gov- 
ernment hogs” and are speculating in

For in- 
stance, a fat hog breaks down in the 
alley and cannot go further.

tors,” and it finds its way into an

Some effort was made a few 
ago to remove the opportunity 
crookedness in connection with 
crippled animals by having the 
mission houses get rid of the free 5 
in the yards and do this business 
a business basis. Then it was sough' 
to have shippers boycott those frm 
that permit the stock to be handled 
the cripple speculators. But little w: 
accomplished, for most of the comm's 
sion houses stood together against any 
reform and the Exchafige, 45 such

a number of shippers, especially the 
larger shippers of the country, have 
followed the practice of directing that 
their commission houses send their 
crippled animals to some reliable 
packing house, giving the name of the 
house, there to be slaughtered for the 
account of the shipper. This method 
of doing business is found to be very 
profitable to the shipper. 

J. M. Doud, a member of the Ex- 
change, a few years ago made an 
aggressive fight for a reform in this 
cripple business. In a speech before 
the Corn Belt Meat Producers’ Asso- 
ciation in February of last year he 
said:

he fact that they employ from one to 
fifteen employes to care for their com- 
mi ssion men’s consignments. To facili- 
tate the work of these cripple spec ulators, 
whose labor is free, the commission men 
confer upon them the power of attorney 
(as evidenced by the delivery list of the 
Stock Yards Company) to receive any and 
ill stock consigned to the house by whom 
The commission man 


they are employed. 
further confers on these unpaid em- 
ployes the power to order feed for ac- 


count of said commission man and for his 
consigners. * * * The _ conferring of 
this power of attorney, giving as it does 
the right to transact practically any of 
the detail work which a member of the 
firm or his bona fide employes can 
transact to, in many cases, irresponsible 
men, has led to many abuses and leaves 
a wide opening for dishonesty which has 
been taken advantage of in many cases. 
Only recently some six men were arrested 
and convicted of stealing, and others un- 
der suspicion have been warned by the 
yard officials to leave the yards and not 
to return under penalty of prosecution. 
This opening left wide by the commis- 
sion men is the avenue through which 
the stolen hogs are marketed. Such acts 
as changing light for heavy hogs, selling 
cripples twice, feeding corn for them- 
selves and charging to shippers, while 
not generally practiced, are far from being 
unknown. The remedy for this, in a 
very great measure, lies in the removing 
from the commission men’s delivery and 
feed lists the names of all but employes. 
This is one feature. Another which we 
contend is contrary to shippers’ inter- 
ests is the combination of buyer and em- 
ploye, and especially employes whose only 
source or chance of profit means a loss 
to the shipper, who is ostensibly his prin- 
cipal or employer. Another means of 
loss to the shippers by this system is that 
this exclusive manner of selling precludes 
the possibility of competition from buyers 
who furnish no free labor, securing an 
opportunity to bid upon the class of hogs 
isually allotted to the cripple speculators 
or unpaid employes. Illustrating this 
point, H. Boore & Co., one of our promi- 
nent packers, started last February to 
buy crippled and government hogs. They 
advanced prices fully $1 per hundred 
pounds, but were compelled to prac- 
tically retire from the business for the 
reason that they could not buy enough 
to pay expenses. The expense consists 
of a buyer’s salary, the wages of a cart 
driver, and the use of a horse and cart. 
I have an affidavit from H. Boore & Co.'s 
buyer that during this entire period of 
nine months he was unable to buy any- 
thing except from eight houses, and only 
five houses gave him an equal chance 
with other buyers. During this nine 
months the house of H. Boore & Co. were 
buying from 1,000 to 2,000 hogs a day in 
straight car load lots, but when they 
wanted to buy cripples and governments 
they were utterly ignored. Swift & Co. 
started buying cripples July list at prices 
higher than any previous buyer had paid, 


viz., about 40 to 50 cents under the price 
of straight car loads. Only about half a 
dozen houses out of 102 gave him any 
opportunity to bid on their consignments 
of cripples, and Swift's business in this 
line has been so limited and the expense 
of operation consequently so high that 
they now buy materially lower, relative 
to good hogs, than formerly, and there 


dropping out entirely.

* * TI have fought this system of do- 
ng business for twelve years, mostly by 
example, but this is the third skirmish 
we have been engaged in. The two 
former fights with the cripple sveculators 
were for the preservation of our right to 
© business without their acting for us 
s buyer and employe. The present fight 
is one of extermination. We started this 
impaign of publicity last March after 
vain endeavor to enlist in this reform 
many prominent commission men and the 
fficers of the Exchange. I have been told 
repeatedly that the shipper cared noth- 
ng for this $1 or $2 a hog. I have been 
told that I was blowing my breath agains 
the wind. I have been threatened with 
the ruin of my business, with personal 
injury, and finally my standing as a mem- 
er of the Chicago Live Stock Exchange 
has been attacked by havine charges 
rought against me. * * * Now, about 
substituting little hogs for big ones? A 
ecent case came up last spring. We 
have got six thieves, stock yard thieves, 
in the penitentiary; one of them in jail. 
i} want to tell you how they do it. hey 
buy up small pigs, little boars, something 
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they can buy cheap, may be at 2, 3, or 4 
cents a pound—light weights. During the 
strike last year keys were given to a lot 
of green men. These keys were prob- 
ably taken out in duplicate. There are 
no two night locks alike These people 
would go down and open the gates of the 
stuff that came in during the night; they 
would take out three big hogs and put 
in three little ones. Your hogs shrunk 
five hundred or a thousand pounds, and 
you said, ‘“‘What is my commission man 
doing?”” * * * We found they were 
doing another thing. We found in one 
case in particular where a load of 76 hogs 
came in there and were varded the night 
before, and we found one hog left in the 
alley and took it in charge. The next 
morning the key man in that block 
counted seventy-six hogs, and they went 
to the packer as seventy-six hogs. In the 
meantime we had this hog out of that 
load. The man who unlocked the block 
counted these hogs out in the morning— 
counted these seventy-six hogs—and 
when he went over to the scales there 
was one short, and when the man de- 
livered them he still counted one over 
the packer and the check was complete. 
In the meantime we had one of the hogs, 
weighing 350 pounds. We had evidence 
enough to at least send one man to the 
penitentiary. That shows how those 
things are done. 

There is another thing I want to speak 


about. One of the officials of the Stock 
Yards Company came to me the other 
day and told me another piece of rascal- 


ity I never had thought of. He said, “Do 
you know these crippled hogs down there 
are being sold twice?’’ He told me that 
was easy. Here is a load of hogs ar- 
rives with a crippled hog. The commis- 
sion men in a great many cases, and with 


some houses entirely, don't go to the 
chutes The cripple speculator has the 
whole care and responsibility of them; 


he is the man that gets the cripples; he 
has got to have the cripples or he can't 
make a living. For instance, take a load 
of hogs consigned to a commission mer- 
chant, and there is a crippled hog in it. 
The cripple speculator goes and tells him. 


Here comes another load with no crip- 
ple They take a live, good one and put 
it in the pen and give you the crippled 
hog; they don’t get but one hog, but they 
get a good, live one. A member: Are 
they not in the habit of making cripples 
there? Mr. Doud: Yes, sir; that is done, 
too. I don’t say that is a habit. but 
cripple hogs are made. I have seen hogs’ 
legs broken with a club. Another thing, 
commission men don't weigh their hogs 
as a general thing; that is done by this 
same free labor. They are taken to the 
scale by the cripple speculator, who takes 
the governments also. He says to the 
cripple man, “Here is one that has a 
burst under its belly.”” I have seen that 
done, day after day, week after week, 


and year after year; right along, no seeret 
made about it; hundreds of hogs pointed 
out to the inspector and tagged. 

In the spring and summer of 1906 
the officers of the Corn Belt Meat Pro- 
ducers’ Association went to the yards 
at different times and took up the 
cripple matter. The officers of the 
Exchange, and many commission firms 
as well, promised that a reform would 
be brought about. 

A reliable commission man stated 
to the writer that as a matter of fact 
there is not as much business now 
being done in the cripple line as 
formerly, that the handling of the live 
stock in the yards is better, and that 
there are fewer injured animals taken 
from the cars. Others say that condi- 
tions are as bad, and perhaps worse, 
than a couple of years ago. 

One can easily hear also of rumors 
to the effect that in the handling of 
hogs there is not the care exercised 
that should be. I saw no crippling of 
hogs at the yards; but it was evident 
that opportunity for the abuse of ani- 
mals was abundant. A great deal of 
the handling of the hogs is in the early 
morning before it is light. The lanes 
and alleys are dark and dismal. Few 
men are ever in these runways other 
than the cripple speculators. The rush 
hours are in the very early morning 
when visitors at the yards are few. 
But some of the men at the yards say 
that conditions could not be better. 

The Live Stock Exchange supports 
and sustains this method of doing busi- 
ness. It is a matter of considerable 
importance to the commission firms. 
One commission man estimated that 
the average number of persons work- 
ing for a commission firm is_ ten. 
Probably on an average half of these 
are not paid anything for their work. 
There are at least 400 persons werk- 
ing daily at the yards ostensibly for 
commisison firms but who get no pay 
from their ostensible employers. But 
for the system which prevails the com- 
mission firms would have to hire men 
to take their places. 

This $400,000 a year or more comes 
out of the pockets of the shippers. It 
is made partly off of cripples and 
partly off of the so-called ‘“‘govern- 
ment” animals. 

These speculators are not out any- 
thing for feed for their stock. They 
have no trouble in feeding their ani- 
mals from the waste from other pens. 
They carry, each one, authority to 
order feed for the shippers’ animals 
in the pens. Hay is $20 to $25 a ton 
and corn 75 cents a bushel. But of 
course the animals which are sold on 
the market seldom have time to eat 
all that is given them and much is 
left in the pens.

FEATHER EATING. 


Feather eating is one of the vices of 
poultry which is sometimes carried to 
extremes, the birds pulling the feath- 
ers from their own and one another’s 
bodies till the blood starts. It is 
claimed that this vice is more com- 
monly found among Wyandottes than 
other breeds on the grounds that the 
Wyandottes feather more rapidly than 
do most breeds, and so are often bare 
of fluff or feathers while the feathers 
are changing, and, following their 
habit of picking at a bare bird, the 
chickens form a taste for feathers. 
Occasionally feather eating is caused 
by the irritation of lice; the birds 
pluck their own feathers from annoy- 
ance, and so form the habit. Again, 
the habit is formed because of the 
lack of apimal food. The addition of 
green cut bone or lean meat in such 
cases will stop it. Sometimes the 
fowls crave green food instead of ani 
mal food, and a ration of chopped pota- 


toes, onions, cabbage, or turn'ps, will 
cause them to forget. 

Usually feather eating birds are 
crowded into teo close quarters; they 


of room to scratch 
or litter to scratch in. Dividing the 
flock and providing deep litter in 
which to feed grain will then act lke 
magic in curing feather eating. 

Fanciers are sometimes greatly an- 
noyed by th’s habit in pens of exht- 
bition fowls. The best method of 
dealing with the birds during the ex- 
hibition is to give salted bologna 
sausage. Bologna sausage is too spicy 
to be given often to home birds that 
can be cured in other ways. If obser- 
vation shows that one brd is the ring- 
ieader in the work it is better to kill 
her than to allow her to teach the 
habit to the rest of he flock, as she 
soon will.

HIGH PRICES FOR TURKEYS. 


he Register and Letder s‘iys: 
“Thanksgiving turkey is liable to cost 
more this year than in many seasons. 
Local poultry and produce dealers de 
clare that the best advices they are 
able to obtain from the country in- 
dicate that the crop is not more than 
one half the average this year. As yet 
few are offered for market. It is ex- 
pected that the first birds marketed 
will probably bring 15 cents a povn’ 
but that before the Thnksgiving rush 
is over that they will advance to 2) 
cents or more per pound.” 

Our own experience is that turkeys 
bring more money on the open mar 
ket the week before Thanksg’ving 
than Thanksgiving week. It is a bad 
time to take anything to market when 
everyone else is going. We asked the 
price of chickens in one of the Des 
Moines butcher shops October 26th 
and were told that they were “nat 
buying chickens at all; the market is 
overstocked.” “If farmers would be- 
gin marketing chickens earlier instead 
of all together they would get more 
money out of them and so would we,” 
said the butcher. In September young 
chickens brought 14 cents per pound. 
Farmers should get a good price for 
their turkeys this year, and they will 
if they hold out for it and do not wait 
until the last minute to market them. 
Butchers and grocers will not run the 
risk of holding high priced turkeys 


after the Thanksgiving demand is 
past. Sell old gobblers at Thanksgiv- 
ing time. 


A PERSONAL LETTER.

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you in regard to the staining of the 
feathers about the vent of some of my 
hens, and you said: ‘It often happens 
that the fowls eat something which 
causes black discharges which are not 
of much importance.’ As we had been 
butchering and the fowls had eaten 
more of the fresh meat refuse than 
yarded fowls could have taken, I sup- 
posed perhaps that was the trouble, 
although I had noticed the same thing 
before. We gave green food, but no 
medicine; but that spring the eggs 
hatched very badly, the chicks were 
hard to raise, and every hen killed 
which had shown traces of staining 
about the vent proved to have a dis- 
eased liver. One hen had a 
weighing two pounds inside the ovi- 
duct. I sent this to the Iowa Agri- 
cultural College at Ames and they re 
ported that it was a ‘fat tumor,’ and 
that inside the mass was a fully de- 
veloped egg. Another hen killed while 
still eating heartily (the stained feath- 
ers and heavy abdomen being the only 
signs of breaking down) evidently had 
fatty degeneration of the heart. The 
heart was enclosed in a sack of fiuid, 
and a mass of fat. I could trace every 
ease back to eating too much corn in 
the feed lots, and then roosting on 
the hay racks and fence posts instead 
of exercising. This year I have made 
a radical change. We have the flock 
housed in four houses, giving each 
fowl about eight square feet of floor 
space. In the corner of each house is 
a hay rack or pocket made of close 
meshed poultry netting, filled with 
second growth clover hay. The chick- 
ens eat a surprising amount of this. 
They have a dust box, grit and water 
in the house, and are fed mostly wheat 
and oats in litter except an occasional 
feed of old corn (cracked). All feed 
is given in eight inches of litter, and 
they are scratching all the time. They

GOOD ROADS IN ILLINOIS. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

I wish to take issue with you in ve- 
gard to your article in the Farmer of 
October 25th, page 1208, entitled 
“Good Roads.” 

I do not agree with you in the state- 
ment that hard roads cost from $3,000 
to $5,000 per mile. Of course, hard 
roads can be made at that price, and 
good roads, too. But here they can be 
made very much cheaper. You say 
“Farmers are always ready to protest 
Against these roads,” etc. Here they 
not, but are the very ones who 
want them. I am serving my eleventh 
year as highway commissioner and 
know what stone and gravel roads cost 
here. The grading can be done with 
a twenty-horsepower traction engine 
at 40 cents per rod on an average. 
Four loads of rubble per rod and two 
loads of gravel make a good road. 
The average number of loads hauled 
here per day would be about six. Of 
course, this varies according to dis- 
tance; but six is about the average. 
We have no stone crusher here; some- 
thing I very much regret. I have tried 
to get one here for years; but the cost 
of same has prohibited it so far. We 
break our rubble by hand.

Four loads of stone or rubble, 40 
cents; two loads of gravel, 20 cents; 


hauling same, at 50 cents per load, 
$3.00; breaking stone per rod, 15 
cents; work in quarry getting out 
stone, 40 cents; grading road, 40 


total, $4.55 per rod, or $1,456 
per mile. This makes a good road at 
all times of the year. Of course, more 
money would make a still better road, 
but the major part of our stone roads 
are made still cheaper than this, being 
made of three loads of rubble per rod 
and about one and one-half loads of 
gravel, at a cost per mile of $1,120. 
There is not one farmer in this town- 
ship that kicks on account of the cost 
of these roads. The kick is on the 
other side, or because we do not have 
more of them.

The north part of our township

do any good there. Here the soil is 


different and the drag works all right. 
I am not saying anything against the 
use of the road drag, as I think it a 
fine thing; but where stone and gravel 
are plentiful I say use them and make 
a hard road that will be good at all 
times of the year.

A northwestern Iowa correspondent 
writes: 

“Kindly express yourself on the 
Farm Tenants’ Union. Is it advisable 
to join? A party here who says he 
comes from Sioux City has been work- 
ing this part of the country in the 
interest of said union.” 

This is the first we have heard of 
such a union. If any of the other 
readers of Wallaces’ Farmer have had 
anything to do with it or know any 
thing about it they will confer a favor 
upon us and our other readers by writ- 
ing us fully. In the meantime we ad- 
vise our readers to be very slow about 
joining any such an _ organization. 
Without knowing anything in partic- 
ular concerning the way this is 
organized we may say that in our 
opinion the main thing such a union 
would accomplish would be raising 
some money to pay some officers. We 
do not see how an effective union 
could be organized among farm ten- 
ants or farm hands. 
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THE TIMBER PRODUCTS OF THE 
UNITED STATES. 


The Forest Service of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has just issued | 
Bulletin 74, giving statistics of the | 
forest products of the United States 
for 1905, which contains the first de 
tailed report of the timber products 
of the United States ever published. | 
It can be had by sending fifteen cents 
to the Superintendent of Documents, 
Public Printing Office, Washington, 
D. C. It furnishes valuable informa- 
tion not merely to lumbermen and 
timber land owners, but to the general 
public. | 

It may surprise our readers to know 


that with the exception of corn the 
annual lumber crop of the United | 
States exceeds any farm product. | 


This is a matter of very considerable 
surpr:se and we have taken pains to 
go through the report of the secretary 
of agriculture for the same year (1905) 
and make comparisons. These esti 
mates of values are at the point of 
production, not at the point of con 
sumption. 

The value of the corn crop of that 
year was in round numbers $1,117,- 
000,000; spring and winter wheat crop 
combined, $693,000,000; oats, $277.000,- 
000; barley, $55,000,000; rye, $17,000,- 
000; potatoes, $161,000,000; hay, $516,- 
000,000; cotton, $557,000,000. 

The average timber crop is in round 
numbers $1,000,000,000 per annum 
This estimate is based on the reports 
of the census and the Forest Service, 
and in the opinion of the Forest Serv- | 
ice they are from 10 to 25 per cent | 
under the actual amount. The lum- 
ber crop, therefore, is about equal to 
the winter and spring wheat, oats, 
barley, and rye crops combined. It 
may surprise our readers to notice | 
that the value of the cotton crop on | 
the farm is only about one-half that |

of the corn crop, while the hay and 
cotton crop combined are not of much 
more value than the annual timber 
crop. 

These are startling figures, and we 
present them to emphasize the im- 
portance of conserving our timber fn 
the future; of timber culture, where 
that is practicable; and of repealing 
as soon as possible the senseless 
tariff on lumber and lumber products 
that has tempted and enabled our 
lumber barons to lay waste our forests 
and rob posterity of its heritage. }

timbers, wood for veneers, wood for 
dist:llation, posts, piles, etc. 

The largest cut is yellow pine, 
next white pine and Douglas fir, the 
two last combined about equaling the 
cut of yellow pine. The ties used by 
some of the railroads amounted in 
1905 to a value of $37,000,000. The 
value of wood used for paper pulp was 
$18,000,000, and the importations of 
this pulp from Canada have increased 
75 per cent in the last six years. The 
Forest Service estimates that at the 
present rate of production the supply 
of pulp in the United States will be 
entirely wiped out in about twenty- 
five years. Twenty-five millions dol- 
lars’ worth of timber was used in 
mines during the year, and the supply 
is already becoming so far exhausted 
that both railroads and mine owners 
are now tak.ng measures to grow 
their own ties and mine timbers. 

All of which emphasizes the neces- 
sity for the farmer putting out planta- 
tions of both hard and soft wood for 
fence posts. We say soft wood, be- 
cause we believe that the results of 
the experiments now in progress will 
point out a way for home treatment, 
or at any rate neighborhood treatment, 
of soft woods that will make them 
about as lasting as ordinary oak or 
ash posts.

EXPERIENCE WITH MORNING- 
GLORIES. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

In the spring of 1904 I moved on 
a farm in Grundy county, lowa, and 
had all of my corn ground to plow. 
I had been a close reader of Wallaces’ 
Farmer, and followed the plow imme 
diately with the harrow. I had about 
forty acres in one piece, and when the 
plowing and harrowing was completed 
I view the field from the upper end, 
and thought, “How nice it looks; not 
a clod to be seen.” I went over it 
again with the harrow and then plant 
ed my corn, finishing on the 18th of 


May, then harrowed again. Soon the 
green began to appear, but on close 
observation I found that the wild 


morning-glory was coming in advance 
of the corn. The weather kept cool 
and rainy and by the time the corn 
was large enough to cultivate there 
was about three-fourths of that field 
that had a carpet of vines. Well, I 
went after it with my cultivator, fbil- 
ing early and late; but as the days 
went by the vines grew longer and 
tougher until I was actually mopping 
my corn field with the vines and earih 
clinging to my cultivator. Becoming 
thoroughly disgusted with the progress 
I was making. I went and got a surface 
cultivator with special morning glory 
knives. but this was little better thas than

the shovels. I resolved then and there 
that I would seed that field down, 
fence it out of my own pocket if need 
be and pasture it with hogs and sheep. 
I persuaded the landlord to furnish 
the material and I did the work, and. 
as the neighbors could not be induced 
to consider the matter from my point 


of view, I was obliged to take the 
line fence out of my pocket and go 
in debt for the sheep; but they are 


paid for, and, judging from the re- 
sults obtained, they certainly enjoyed 
the task, for they have cleared the 


field of the vines and paid me right 
well besides. 

As it is not practicable to pasture 
all infested fields, especially on rented 
farms, will tell how I handled another 
piece: In the spring of 1905 I plowed 
a field of ten acres which was badly 
seeded to morningglory. I began 
plowing as early as possible, and then 
went over it with the disk once a 
week until the 22d of May, when I 
harrowed it twice and planted my 
corn. On June 9th I started cultivat- 
ing with the surface cultivator. I had 
an excellent stand of morning glories; 
in fact, they were so thick it was hard 
to see the rows of corn. But they 
were just up good and not long enough 
to cling to the knives, so I was able 
to make a clean sweep of them. I 
let it lay two days and then went over 
it crosswise, when it looked good and 
made me feel good, for I could see 
that it was too much for them. I gave 
it two more cultivations, four in all, 
laying it by on July 6th. This field 
was not touched with a shovel culti- 
vator and made a yield of sixty bush- 
els per acre. It was put to corn again 
last year, and the vines were hardly 
noticeable, making a yield of sixty- 
three bushels per acre. I think that 
the frequent disking was a big help 
in weakening the tenacious life of the 
old roots, while it cut them up in 
small pieces and made a thicker stand 
and, as every piece grew, they could 


not stand as well the clipping back, 


which they received in the cultivation 
of the corn.

THE LAW OF THE ROAD. 

An Iowa subscriber asks whether ‘f 
the driver of an automobile or a buggy 
or wagon desires to go around some 
other vehicle in front of him, the front 
vehicle is compelled by law to give 
a part of the road. 

The law of Iowa provides that when 
two vehicles meet each other in the 
public highway each must turn to the 
right and give the half of the road 
to the other, but there seems to be 
no provision in those cases where both 
vehicles are going in the same direc- 
tion and one wishes to go around the 
other. If, however, the way is so nar- 
row that there is not room to pass 
on either side and the driver of the 
vehicle in the rear for good reason 
requests the privilege of pass ng and 
the driver of the vehicle in front does 
not grant it, the one in the rear may 
recover damages if he has suffered 
any because of the delay; but he has 
no right to force a passage and so 
cause a collision. Common courtesy 
demands that the driver of the 
vehicle in front should yield a part of 
the road to a faster mov'ng vehicle 
which comes up in the rear and de- 
sires to pass. In some sections there 
is a disposition among farmers and 
others to yield nothing to the driver 
of an automobile who comes up be- 
hind and wishes to go around. This 
sent’ment is doubtless caused by the 
carelessness of some _ automobile 
drivers in recognizing the rights of 
others to the road. Some men seem 
to lose not only their common cour- 
tesy but their common sense as well 
when sitting at the steering wheel of 
an automobile, and drive their way at 
a dangerous gait wthout any appar- 
ent regard for the rights or comforts 
ot other people whom they happen to 
meet or whom they pass. This is not 
true of all automobile drivers, but it 
is true of some of them, and, unfortu- 
nately, the latter are sufficient in num- 
bers in some sections to create a de- 
cided prejudice on the part of farmers 
and others against all sorts of motor 
carr:ages. However, it does not pay 
to lose one’s courtesy, and the driver 
of a slow vehicle in front of one which 
is moving faster should give way and 
permit the other to go around without 
unnecessary inconvenience. 


GOOD ROADS IN CEDAR COUNTY. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

Last March our farmers’ institute 
appointed a committee to arrange a 
list of premiums to be given for the 
best worked roads under the King 
drag system, and to interest the farm- 
ers in working for these premiums 
I acted as road inspector, and now 
that the contest is over and the awards 
have been made, it may be of interest 
to others to know the results. 

First, with regard to the premiums: 
We were not allowed to use the insti 
tute money for this purpose, so we 
solicited personal contributions and 
raised a fund of $75 in this way. A 
list of eleven premiums was arranged, 
consisting of $12, $11, $10, $9, $8, $7. 
$6, $5, $4, $3, and $2 each, each 
premium to be given on a mile of road 
within six miles of town. The matter 
was advertised in our town paper and 
the people were asked to become con- 
testants for these premiums. Nine- 
teen persons entered the contest, but a 
great many others were equally inter- 
ested and did good work with road 
drags in their neighborhoods. 

As inspector, I went over carefully 
all the roads which were entered in 
the contest and noted their condition 
carefully; then shortly after a rain 
or such time as all road dragging 
should be done I went over the roads 
again and noted the progress made. 
This was continued throughout the 
season at such times as was thought 
best to take observations as to condi- 
tions of the roads and the benefit the 
dragging had been to them. In grad- 
ing the roads, that is, in estimating 
the benefit which was being done by 
each contestant, I adopted a schedule 
in which ten was considered perfect. 
The first time I went over the roads 
I marked each mile according to the 
percentage I thought it was entitled 
to. The next time I went over these 
same roads I took a different order 
and again marked them, making no 
reference to the first marking. I con- 
tinued this throughout the season, and 
at the end of the season the commit- 
tee took the papers which I had 
marked in this way and took an aver- 
age of the markings in order to de- 
termine the standings of each one of 
the contestants. 

Now, as to conditions: Some had 
roads that had been dragged hereto- 
fore, others roads which had not; and

this was taken into consideration at 
the beginning of the season. Some 
miles had county bridges, some no 
bridges at all. This also was con- 
In some miles there were 
railroad crossings. All of the different 
miles had culverts and small bridges; 
in marking these of course I did not 
consider the condition of the culvert 
but I did consider the condition of 
the dirt approaches to it. Some had 
hilly roads while others were com- 
paratively level. This put those who 
had the hills to a disadvantage, inas- 
much as while the man who had the 
level road could work it all at one 
time the man who had the hill road 


would have to work it at different 
times. Some roads had more travel 
than others, but the travel which 


tracked up the road when it was wet 
helped to harden and smooth it later 
on, so I did not consider there was 
very much difference to the contestant 
whether the road he was working was 
heavily traveled or not. The main 
thing I kept in*mind was to have a 
road with a smooth surface, so that it 
would shed water freely. 

There were nineteen contestants, as 
before stated, and they were scattere1 
so that it required a trip of thirty-five 
miles to inspect all of the roads. The 





inspection was done in an automobile, 
and it was very easy to tell whether 
a road had been properly dragged or 
not. On a well dragged road _ the 
motor would go singing along fifteen 
or eighteen miles an hour with little 
dust; when we would come to a road 
which had not been dragged we would 
have to slow down to three or four 
miles an hour. 

The road which won the first 
premium was a rather hilly mile with 
one north slope which usually badly 
washed. At one point there was a 
cluster of willows on each side of the 
road in a hollow which held the moist- 
ure a long time. It had never been 
dragged before to my knowledge. Ex- 
cept at some places where the road 
washed badly the road bed was in 
fair condition as left by the grader in 
times past. The road was put in good 
shape at the beginning of the season 
and kept so; the only thing to mar 
the beauty of it being a government 
half mile stone which stuck up about 
six inches.

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CONTAGIOUS ABORTION. 


We have not had many complaints 
lately of contagious abortion, but it 
will no doubt be found more or less 
this year, as every year, especially in 
dairy herds. We have nothing new to 
offer on the subject. We have been 
recommending ever since 1891 sepa- 
ration of those affected from the rest 
of the herd, the disinfection of the 
premises, cleansing of the exposed 
parts of cows and bulls, and the in- 
ternal use of carbolic acid. We now 
quote from a recent article in the 
Rural New Yorker from the pen of 
Dr. A. S. Alexander, of the Wisconsin 
station, showing that the treatment 
which we have non-professionally 
recommended for the last sixteen 
years has the endorsement of one of 
the best authorities on veterinary 
science in the United States: 

“At once isolate all cows that have 
aborted and do not allow them to go 
near the other cows until they are 
again safe with calf and well along 
toward calving. Indeed, it is best, 
where it can be done, not to allow 
the aborted cows among the other 
cows before they have carried calves 
the full period of gestation and calved 
and cleaned. When the affected cows 
have been removed treat*the remain 
ing animals in calf by once daily giv 
ing each a dram of pure carbolic acid 
well diluted with water and mixed 
with a mash or given in water as a 
drench, and continue the use of car 
bolic acid in this way until each cow 
has gone the full time and calved and 
cleaned. Once every day during this 
period spray or sponge the rear parts 
of each cow with a 1-1,000 solution of 
choride-of zine, or 1-2,000 solution of 
corrosive sublimate, or 1-1,000 solution 
of coal tar disinfectant. If the cows 
are on pasture and the carbolic acid 
cannot well be given in feed or as a 
drench, mix one pound of pure carbolic 
acid with fifty pounds of barrel salt 
and use it freely right along to salt 
the cattle in place of ordinary salt. 
Pastured cattle also may have cir 
bolic acid in water sprayed upon hay 
which they may take in addition to 
their grass. cxamine each pregnant 
coW daily and at the first sign of im- 
pending abortion place cow in secluded 
box stall and give her three times a 
day one ounce of fluid extract of black 
haw in water, adding, as long as she is 
restless, half an ounce to one ounce 
of laudanum, as found necessary, un- 
til she becomes quiet. The black haw 
is to be continued, when restlessness 
subsides, until the other symptoms of 
threatened abortion disappear. Burn

A WORD TO THE CO-OPERATIVE 
CREAMERYMAN. 


We would like to ask the managers 
of co-operative creameries in northern 


Illinois or Iowa, in Wisconsin or 
Minnesota, the following questions: 
Assuming that you receive an in- 
crease of five thousand pounds of 


milk or its equivalent in butter fat 
daily, how much more could you afford 
to give your patron for his butter fat 
and still increase your own profits 25 
per cent? 

With five thousand pounds a day 
the cost of producing a pound of but- 
ter is excessive; and in order to sur- 
vive you are obliged to take this from 
the farmer and thus discourage him 
from furnishing you cream. If you 
could raise the supply to the unit of 
efficiency, which creamerymen tell us 
is ten thousand pounds a day, how 
much more money could you make 
yourself, and how much inducement 
could you offer farmers by way of in- 
creased price per pound of butter fat 
to furnish you more milk? . 

There would no doubt be various 
answers to these questions; but there 
is no doubt but that the answers would 
all intimate that the creameryman 
could make more money and give the 
farmers a better price, and thus en- 
courage them to furnish him a larger 
patronage. Therefore, the point we 
wish to impress upon the creamery- 
man is that he can with no great ex- 
pense, and with much profit to him- 
self, so deal with the farmers that 
they can with much greater profit 
furnish him an amount of cream that 
would enable him to run his factory to 
the greatest advantage. 

We are asked: How? First, take 
a cow census of your patrons. Sec- 
ond, persuade them fo weigh their 
milk and at stated periods send a sam- 
ple to the creamery to be tested, thus 
enabling the farmer to weed out his 
poor cows and keep only the best. 
While you are about it, find out how 
each farmer feeds his cows. Post 
yourself as to the kind of rations that 
the cow should have and the kind that 
are practicable under present condi- 
tions. . 

Take the farmers into your confi- 
dence. Give them to understand that 
you are not farming them but farming 
with them; that you are willing to go 
to trouble and expense.in order to help 
them; that you are not doing this as 
a matter of charity or benevolence, 
but as the easiest way of helping your- 
self. 

Furthermore, you are perhaps in 
great fear lest the large centralized 
creameries secure a continuance of 
the low freight rates, and by hook or 
by crook draw away from you enough 
of your patrons to materially decrease 
the present insufficient supply, thus 
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not ask for them?

increasing the expense of making a 
pound of butter and decreasing the 
price you can afford to pay your 
patrons for butter fat. 

We marvel that the co-operative 
creamerymen do not seem to see that 
the weak point of the centralized 
creameries, especially the larger ones, 
is that on account of the distances and 
the scattered condition of their 
patronage they cannot give them any 
efficient help in increasing the yield 
and the profit of the cows to the 
patron. The co-operative creamery, 
whether it takes whole milk or cream, 
can do this. It is convenient to its 
patrons. It is in touch with them to 
assist them every day, and can readily 
give the farmer just the help that he 
needs. In this way the co-operative 
creameryman can fortify himself so 
that he can smile at the efforts of the 
centralized creamery one or two hun- 
dred miles away to interfere with his 
business.

CHILDREN.

BROILING AND ROASTING MEAT. 


If housewives understood more 
fully the processes of broiling, roast- 
ing, and boiling, says the House- 


keeper, there would be less compla‘nt 
of tough, tasteless meat. The princi- 
ples underlying all three methods is 
identical: the difference lies in the 
medium employed. In all, the object 
to be attained is to first quickly sear 
the exterior of the meat, thus coagu- 
lating the surface albumen and effect- 
ually sealing the juices. The cooking 
then proceeds more slowly to a finish, 
the time required hinging, as a matter 
of course, upon the size of the cut. 

In broiling and in roasting, which 
aire in reality the same, the name ie- 
pending upon the nature of the piece 
of meat, this hardening of the exterior 
is accomplished by exposing the meat 
to the direct action of the heat, which 
must be intense enough to sear the 
surface at once. When it is not, .the 
juices seep out, leaving the meat 
tasteless and sacrificing its nutritive 
qualities. 

In boiling meat, surface coagulation 
is attained by immersing the meat in 
boiling water and keeping up the tem- 
perature for a minute. One of the pre 
liminary rules of boiling, one wh ch 
should be indelibly impressed upon 
every cook, is that water cannot be 
heated to the proper temperature for 
boiling (212 degrees) in an open ves- 
sel nor in one with an indifferently 
fitting cover. Another point, equal in 
importance to the first, is that when 
water begins to boil, a quicker fire 
than is absolutely necessary to keep 
it boiling results merely in wasting 
the water in the form of steam and so 
hardens the exterior of the meat as to 
prevent the heat penetrating to the 
inter-or. 


WHAT DOES IT COST TO RAISE 
A BOY? 


To Hearts and Homes: 

If that question-could be answered 
as simply as the question what does it 
cost to raise a colt one could easily 
determine as to whether it is profit- 
able. The average farm boy costs 
probably in cash from $800 to $1,200 
up to the time he becomes useful 
enough to be worth keeping in a finan- 
cial sense. From that time on at 
present wages for farm hands he is 
very profitable, of course, as he will, 
if he has been properly trained, not 
only pay his way but rapidly repay 
the money invested in him while he 
was small by his labor. 

But the cost of a boy cannot be 
reckoned on that basis, at least from 
the mother’s standpoint. While he is 


small she does the duties of nurse, 
governess, cook, laundress, seam- 
stress, ete. (that is the farm boy’s 


mother) all for next to nothing, while 
the $25,000 boy has hirelings for these 
duties. Then as he grows older each 
fault in his character wrings her heart 
and causes her anxiety lest she has 


failed in her duty at some point or 
lest he shall be a failure either 
morally or financially. 


And just as the $25,000 boy has the 
money expended upon him for his bet- 
ter culture, so we farmer folk want 
our boys to have an opportunity for 
broader culture than we have had. 
Therefore, though we cannot send 
them to expensive private schools, do 
we not again strain a point when they 
are just about old enough to help a 
good deal about the farm and send 
them off to the nearest town to the 
public school? 

Although in hard cash the western 
farm boy may not cost one-twentieth

what the rich man’s son does, I do not 
believe anyone can count the cost of 
raising him. Who will count the cost 
of the weary days the mother drags 
about the farm house doing the work 
that absolutely must be done for sev- 


eral boys while they are small? 
Meantime she must be guide, coun- 
selor, and friend, also arbiter, and, i 


she heeds the advice freely given in 
the papers, she should be playmate 
also. Will there be anything left of 
her at the end of ten or fifteen years 
of even trying to do all this? The 
cost of raising four or five boys is 
enormous, though not in cash. The 
responsibility, care, and anxiety is 
where it comes in. 

On the other hand, we have our re 
ward day by day; but only God knows 
whether it will pay in the long run. 
There is nothing sweeter than a baby, 
and what mother ever grudged giving 
up her life (socially, intellectually, 
etc.) to him; and then the little child 
repays with his loving ways and cute 
sayings for the trouble he makes. 
Then as he grows into a manly school 
boy, who but the parents know their 
pride and comfort in him? But there 
are boys and boys, and, as I said be- 
fore, only God knows whether it pays; 
for perhaps the ones we consider suc- 
cessful are the failures in His sight. 
But one thing I know: The parents 


of boys, whatever their financial 
standing, need the almost infinite 
patience, wisdom, and strength that 
oniy come from Above. 


MOTHER OF FOUR BOYS. 


COOKING IN THE HAY BOX. 


To Hearts and Homes: 

A subscriber writes: 

“I am writing in regard to the fire 
less cooker. After you have the box 
ready do you empty the meat into the 
pail after it has come to the boiling 
point, or do you put the pot inside the 
pail? Please give full instructions, as 
I would like to try one.” 

In making the hay box use the ves- 
sels you expect to cook the food in as 
patterns for the nests, making the 
vessel fit the nest as snugly as possi- 
ble. These vessels must have an ab- 
solutely tight lid, and if it is desired 
to use a smaller vessel at any time 
have it also fitted with a tight lid, of 
such size as to fit snugly into the 
larger vessel and fill the space be 
tween the two with boiling water. I 
have used the hay box for nearly two 
years, and would not be without it, 
but it has its limits. I have never 
been able to cook navy beans to my 
taste with it, do not like hot biscuits 
kept hot in it, and if I use it for keep- 
ing coffee hot for the Sabbath dinner 
I pour the coffee off the grounds and 
bring it to the boiling point again 
leaving it boil for two minutes. The 
trouble with beans, and with tough 
chicken, is that if they are left in too 
long they sour. Take the toughest 
kind of an old rooster, boil him twenty 
minutes at breakfast time and leave 
him in the hay box till dinner, then 
if he is not tender boil him another 
twenty minutes and give him a second 
turn in the box, and the meat will fall 


off the bones, while the gravy is de- 
licious. But if he is put on at night 
before morning the gravy is soured. 


I find that creamed potatoes, noodles, 
dumplings, ete., are much better if the 
sauce is thickened and boiled till the 
flour is cooked before going into the 
box. Oat meal or porridge of any kind 
will cook over night without souring 
and are all the better for it. The fol 
lowing are recipes that I have found 
can be successfully followed with the 
hay box: 

Brown Bread: If every reader of 
Wallaces’ Farmer who tries this bread 
and likes it would put a nickel in the 
missionary box I feel sure the heathen 
would be considerably better off. It is 
one of the most wholesome of breads, 
and is especially valuable for its action 
on the bowels. Occasionally I find a 
sack of graham flour that is so adul- 
terated or filled with bran that it is 
impossible to make good brown bread 
with it, but as a rule this recipe never 
fails: Three cups of rolled oats, three 
cups of graham flour, one cup of sugar, 
one teaspoon of salt. Mix all together. 
Add buttermilk to make a stiff batter: 
then mix in three eggs, and finally add 
two level teaspoons of soda dissolved 
in hot water. No shortening is re- 
quired other than the _ buttermilk. 
Pour into a well greased mold, filling 
the mold three-fourths full. Boi] on 
the stove thirty minutes, then put in 
your box, in the large pail, surround 
the mold with boiling water, and leave 
five hours. This bread is equally good 
baked in gem pans. 

Breakfast Foods: Boil for five min- 
utes, place in vessel, surround with 
boiling water, and leave till morning.

vessels if you cook a large enough 
quantity to fill the larger vessel, but 
by making your box for a large vessel 
you are able to cook much or little, as 
required—a big boiling piece for din- 
ner, or porridge for two at breakfast— 
merely by remembering to surround 
the smaller vessel when placed in the 
larger with boiling water. 


Potatoes: To my taste potatoes are 
too watery for hay box cooking unless 
surrounded by rich, thickened gravy. 
If after they have boiled five to ten 
minutes the water is poured off and 
milk substituted, or if part milk is 
used instead of water, and the liquid 
thickened as for new potatoes, and the 
vessel put in the box while its con- 
tents are boiling hot, the potatoes are 
very palatable. Turnips and dried 
corn are also good when so prepared. 
Cold meats and potatoes are good if 
cut into the gravy left from dinner, 
boiled for five minutes, and placed in 
the box. 

Rolled Beefsteak: Take a thick 
steak from the round, remove the bone 
und surplus fat. Spread over the 
steak a dressing made as for stuffing 
chicken or turkey. Then roll com- 
pactly and tie with twine. Put one- 
fourth cup of fat drpping, or butter is 
best, but lard will do, into a skillet, 
and turn the roll in this until brown 
on all sides, then place in your hay 
box cooker. Make a gravy of the fat 
in the skillet, pour this over the meat, 
and boil for fifteen minutes, then 
place in your box. 

Dried Fruits: Dried fruits are de- 
licious soaked over night. A syrup 
can be made of the water the fruit 
was soaked in and sugar to taste, the 
fruit boiled five minutes in this and 
then placed in the box. If a box of 
gelatine is added to the juice a very 
good pudding is quickly made. 

Thanksgiving Pudding: Crumb two 
cups of bread fine and dry. Add one 
cup of sugar, one cup of flour, one-half 
cup of molasses, one cup of milk, one- 
half cup of suet, one cup of seeded 
raisins chopped, one cup of currants 
washed and dried, quarter of a pound 
of citron sliced, one ounce of candied 
orange peel minced, one-half teaspoon 
of cinnamon, one small teaspoon of 
soda dissolved in a little hot water. 
Mix with the milk and add three eggs 
beaten light. Dredge the fruit well

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THE CHRISTIAN AND HIS 
WEAKER BROTHER. 


(Notes on the Sabbath School Les- 
son for November 24, 1907.—Romans 
$:12-23. 

“So then each one of us shall give 
account of himself to God. (13) Let 
not therefore judge one another 
iny more: but judge ye this rather, 
that no man put a stumbling block in 
brother’s way, or an occasion cf 
falling. (14) I know, and am per- 
suaded in the Lord Jesus, that nothing 
is unclean of itself: save that to him 
who accounteth anything be un- 
clean, to him it is unclean. (15) For 
f because of meat thy brother is 
grieved, thou walkest no longer in 
ove. Destroy not with thy meat him 
for whom Christ died. (16) Let not 
then your good be evil spoken of: 
(17) for the kingdom of God is not 
eating and drinking, but righteousness 
and peace and joy in the Holy Spirit. 
(18) For he that herein serveth Christ 
is wellpleasing to God, and approved 
of men. (19) So then let us follow 
after things which make for peace, 
and things whereby we may edify one 
another. (20) Overthrow not for 
meat’s sake the work of God. All 
things indeed are clean; howbeit it is 
evil for that man who eateth with 
offence. (21) It is good not to eat 
flesh, nor to drink wine, nor to do any- 
thing whereby thy brother stumbleth. 
(22) The faith which thou hast, have 
thou to thyself before God. Happy is 
he that judgeth not himself in that 
which he approveth. (23) But he that 
doubteth is condemned if he eat, be- 
cause he eateth not of faith; and what- 
soever is not of faith is sin.” 

This lesson is ken from. the 
Epistle to the Romans, the one epistle 
of Paul as well as the one book in the 
New Testament that sets forth in a 
systematic way the fundamental doc- 
trines of Christianity, all of which 
have their germ in the teachings of 
Jesus of Nazareth. It was very im- 
portant that this book should be writ- 
ten, and to no church was there so 
much necessity for writing it as to the 
churches at Rome. For the churches 
at Rome had grown up, just like the 
churches in our large cities, by the 
drifting in for business, educational, 
and social purposes of the converts 
from the widely scattered portions of 
the Roman empire, where they had 
embraced Christianity from the teach 
ings of the apostles. These converts 
were evidently not church dodgers, 
like so many Christians who drift into 
our great centers in these days, but 
lay missionaries filled with the zeal of 
the early Christians, believing that in 
their faith they had the hope of the 
world, and therefore anxious to impart 
it to others with whom they mingled 
in business and social life. 

Paul had never been in Rome, 
neither so far as we know had any 
of the other apostles, and these 
churches, therefore, that were spring- 
ng up in Rome needed a clear, dis- 
tinct, and systematic statement of the 
fundamental principles of Christianity. 
Such we have in the first twelve chap- 
ters of this epistle. They needed, 
moreover, specific instructions as to 
their relations with the government, 
with men of the world, and particu- 
arly with their brethren, differing as 
they did in early training and in past 
experience. 

The churches at Rome would be 
made up very much like the churches 
at Corinth of three elements—the Jew, 
the Roman, and the Greek, especially 
that phase of Jewish-Greek culture 
that was prominent at Alexandria, of 
which Timothy was a type and ex- 
ponent. The Jew had been taught 
from childhood up that he must con- 
form to the laws of Moses concerning 
circumcision, keeping of the Sabbath, 
ind meats and drinks. The Jew every- 
vhere regarded Christianity as simply 
1 sect of Judaism, and hence was dis-

sed to insist that the Gentiles 
should all conform to his _ notions. 
The Greek, who had been brought up 


0 eat meat sacrificed to idols, to eat 
ork and other things that to the Jew 
vere unclean, would naturally see 
thing wrong in this. He had learne! 
that an idol was nothing at all, and 
ence would as soon eat meat offered 
to idols as any other. The Jew would 
nsist that all members of the church 
hould keep his Sabbaths and new 
moons and holidays. The Greek knew 
no other holy day than that which he 
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WALLACES’ FARMER 


learned in his Christian experi- 
ence, the Lord’s day. 

Neither the Jew nor the Greek 
would feel disposed to render any more 
obedience than was necessary to the 
Roman power; while the Roman would 
insist that the laws of Rome must 
prevail. So Paul found it necessary to 
tell these Christians in the first part 
of the 13th chapter that “the powers 
that be are ordained of God,” and to 
tell them further that there was 10 
essential principle involved in whether 
a man ate meat or was a vegetarian; 
that the observance of the Jewish Sab- 
bath or holy day was a matter for 
every man to decide for himself; that 
Christ was Lord of all, and that no 
man had a right to sit in judgment 
upon another in these things which 
were clearly indifferent in themselves, 
but that every man must stand before 
the judgment of God. And this brings 
us to the first verse of the lesson, a 
conclusion from the preceding verses, 
that “each one of us shall give ac- 
count of himself to God,” and not of 
his neighbor. 

He then lays down the truth that 
we must not presume to sit in judg- 
ment upon the conduct of our brethren 
in those things that do not involve 
any moral principle; and that we 
should be careful that no action of 
ours, however indifferent in itself, is 
made an occasion of stumbling to a 
a weaker brother. To illustrate: The 
Greek or the Roman might feel per- 
fectly free to eat pork; but must not 
do it in such a way as to induce the 
Jew to do something which he in con- 
science felt to be wrong; nor must 
the Jew, on the other hand, insist on 
the Gentile conforming to his partic- 
ular ideas. For example, insist that 
a man could not be a Christian if he 
ate pork or did not keep the seventh 
day or ate meat without first ascer- 
taining that it had not been to the 
idol’s temple. 

As far as Paul himself was con- 
cerned, he was absolutely “persuaded 
in the Lord Jesus” that there was no 
kind of meat unclean in itself; but 
that if a man thought it unclean, 
whether it was or not he should eat 
of it. In the last verse he returns to 
the same _ subject: “But he that 
doubteth is condemned if he eat, be 
cause he eateth not of faith; and what- 
soever is not of faith is sin.” The 
essence of which statement is that a 
man is condemned by his own con- 
science if he eats what he thinks is 
wrong for him to eat, whether it is 
wrong or not, or if he does anything 
of the rightness of which he is in 
doubt, whether it be right or wrong. 
Hence in private life the wise thing 
and the Christian thing is not to jo 
anything of the righteousness of which 
we are in doubt—a maxim which it 
every Christian would follow it would 
save him a world of trouble. 

Then in the fifteenth verse, taking 
up our conduct to our brother, he goes 
on to say that if because of the par- 
taking of meat you grieve a brother 
of a weaker conscience, you are not 
walking according to the law of love; 
you are not helping your neighbor, 
your brother Christian, but are really 
putting a stumbling block in his way. 
To some this might seem to be a mat- 
ter of not much importance; but Paul 
says: Remember that Christ died for 
that man. He may be weak; he may 
be ignorant; he may be narrow; his 
notions may seem altogether foolish. 
Nevertheless for his salvation Christ 
died. Why, then, by indulging your- 
self in something that is indifferent to 
you, but in which you see no wrong, 
offend and grieve this man who is 
bound up with you in the bonds of the 
everlasting covenant? There may be 
nothing wrong in your conduct; but 
so act that your good be not evil 
spoken of. For when we come to the 
fundamentals of Christian life “the 
kingdom of God is not eating and 
drinking,” not in any particular way 
of living, “but in righteousness’—in 
doing the right thing—and in living 
in such a way that you have peace and 
the joy which the Holy Ghost imparts. 
Then he points out that this is the 
particular kind of Christian that 
Christ loves, that has the approval of 
our Heavenly Father, and conduct 
which has the approval of sensible, 
sincere Christians. 

So then, he says in general, in all 
our dealings with these brethren who 
have different ideas and different 
notions follow after these things which 
make for peace in the church and 
which tend to build up character 
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among all with whom we are as‘o 
ciated, which tend to “edify,” for edi- 
fication is building up an edifice of 
Christian character. Above all things, 
he says, don’t do anything that will 
stand in the way of the work of God. 
Don’t hinder the peace of the church 
and the growth of Christian character 
simply for the sake of eating the kind 
of meat which you prefer. 

And so, he says, with all things that 
pertain to the Mosaic economy. Moses 
prescribed that certain things should 
be regarded as clean and others as un- 
cleon. Paul says to the Christian: 
“All things indeed are clean.” These 
laws were for the time being, founded 
on good ard sufficient reasons in that 
day. They are not binding upon the 
Gentile, whether Greek or Roman; but 
this is binding, that a man must not 
use this Christian liberty in such 2 
way as to cause his brother to stum- 
ble. And stating the thing broadly he 
says: “It is good not to eat flesh. nor 
to drink wine, nor to do anything 
whereby thy brother’ stumbleth.” 
Some of these men were vegetarians; 
others believed they could eat meat. 
Paul belonged to the latter; but he 
says: It is wrong to indulge in any- 
thing, even if you believe it to be 
right in itself, provided it causes your 
brother to stumble. You say: I have 
faith and trust in God; I believe these 
things are all right. Paul says: All 
right. Have it to yourself before God; 
but before men use your liberties and 
your privileges in such a way as to 


develop character and prevent the 
weak from stumbling; and then con- 
cludes: “Happy is he that judgeth 


not himself (that is, bringeth not him- 
self into condemnation) in that which 
he approveth.” 

If we will think a moment of the 
great conflict of views there must 
necessarily have been between these 
Christians who had drifted into the 
capital of the great Roman emprire 
and become members of the Christian 
church, we will see the very great im- 
portance not merely of this wonderful 
system of doctrine which we have in 
this epistle, but of its wise applica- 
tion to the conditions then existing. 
If we had in our churches half the 
diversity of character, tastes, opinions. 
beliefs, and habits that were found in 
that early Roman church, we can 
scarcely see how the church could hold 
together without a great deal more 








of the genuine spirit of Christianity 
than exists in the churches today. 

I do not believe that it was ever 
intended that the church should be 
made up of a body of people of sim 
ilar training, tastes, and inclinations 
a sort of social club, admission to 
which was based on this similarity of 
views; but rather that it was intended 
that every man who believed in the 
great fundementals should find in it 
a home, and find in it that broad char- 
ity which not only recognizes the dif 
ference between things indifferent and 
things immoral in themselves, but 
recognizes also the obligation ot 
avoiding harsh and censorious judg 
ment, and deals with each other in 
the broad spirit of Christianity. The 
motto for every Christian church 
should be: In essentials, that is, all 
things essential to salvation, unity; in 
non-essentials, diversity; in all things, 
charity. 

In studying this lesson read parallel 
passages in Paul’s Epistle to the 
Corinthians, where he dealt with the 
same general subject in the same 
broad-minded way.

WHERE DID YOUR HOGS GET THE 


TUBERCULOSIS? 
Packers are keeping a very sharp 
lookout now for tuberecnlous§ hogs. 
They are refusing to buy from neigh 


tuberculosis is known

borhoods where 


to be prevalent are suspicious 


of all stations there is a whole 


milk creamery and of dairy sections in 


general. They aim to give the farmer 
whose hogs have been bought and 
killed at a loss (the loss being un- 
loaded by the packer as far as possi- 


ble on other farmers) warning that his 
hogs have tuberculosis, and it is up to 
him to find out where they got it. 

We can tell him. They got it from 
the whole milk creamery that has been 


evading the law (if in Iowa) which 
requires pasteurization; or they got it 
from tuberculous cows. If you have 


been using a farm separator, feeding 
your own skim-milk to your hogs, and 
your hogs have been condemned on 
post-mortem inspection for tubercu 
losis, know for a certainty that some 
where in your herd there are tubercu- 
lous cows 


Now, what are you going to do 
about it? Are you going to sell your 
cows to your neighbors and spread 
tuberculosis in their herds, or are you 
going to find out the extent of this 
disease in your herd and take meas- 
ures to protect your hogs and your 


children? There is not a great deal of 
danger of an adult contracting tuber- 
culosis from drinking milk, unless his 
digestive system is deranged. There 
is danger, however, of children con- 
tracting it, and especially in the sum- 
mer time. There is not much danger 
of anyone contracting the disease from 
eating tuberculons meat, as meat is 
always cooked to a point that kills 
the germ. There is imminent danger, 
however, in fact, absolute certainty, 


that your hogs will contract the dis- 
ease and keep on contracting it, for 
the reason that the germs of tuber- 


culosis pass out of the system through 
the excretions. In other words, if the 
cattle are fed corn the hogs will eat 
it, and so will the poultry, and your 
hogs are just as certain to get the 
tuberculosis as they eat the droppings 
of corn-fed tuberculous cattle. 


Now, what are you going to do 
about it? You say: What should I 


do about it? The first thing to do is 


to secure a competent veterinarian 
and test your herd for tuberculosis. 
Then you will know. You cannot 


know in any other way except by the 
pining away of one or more of your 
cows, which shows that she is in the 
last stages of the disease, and hogs or 
chickens that eat the carcass un- 
cooked will take the disease. 

You say: What if I find that one 
or more of them are tuberculous? 
Fatten them, and sell them subject to 
inspection Having done this and 
cleaned up your herd, it will not take 
long for tuberculosis to disappear 
from your hogs, especially if you sell 
off your old sows and breed next year 
from gilts. 


SUGAR BEETS FOR HOGS. 


A Wyoming correspondent writes: 

“What is the chemical content, that 
is, the feeding value, of sugar beets 
for hogs? At present I am feeding 
some hogs on wheat, corn, and oats 
in the proportion of four parts of 
wheat, two of corn, and one of oats, 
giving them all the sugar beets they 
will eat. I never saw anything fat- 
ten faster. As we ship out wheat and 
ship in corn, the wheat is the cheaper, 


$1.10 per 100 pounds; oats and corn 
about the same price, $1.25 per 100 
pounds. We can grow sugar beets 


profitably at 15 cents per 100 pounds 
for feeding purposes. Hogs, especially 
sows and pigs, fatten on them splen- 
didly.” 

The dry matter of sugar beets does 
not differ widely from that of corn. 
According to “Feeds and Feeding,” by 
Professor Henry, sugar beets contain 


but 13.5 pounds of dry matter per 100 
pounds, while corn contains 89.1 
pounds. Hence it requires about 650 
pounds of sugar beets to furnish as 
much dry matter as 100 pounds of 
corn Taking the average of all 
analyses, 100 pounds of corn has 7.9 
pounds of digestible protein, wheat 
10.2, oats 9.2, and sugar beets 1.1 
pounds. One hundred pounds of corn 
has 66.7 pounds of digestible carbo- 
hydrates, wheat 69.2, oats 47.3, and 


sugar beets 10.2 pounds. One hundred 
pounds of corn has 4.3 pounds of

sugar beets .1 of one pound. 


Sugar beets in connection with 
alfalfa and corn would make an ex- 
cellent ration for  shoats. Sugar 
beets and alfalfa hay alone would 
make an excéllent ration if the pigs 
could only hold enough of it; hence 
the necessity for feeding some con- 


centrates. Sugar beets are too bulky 
to furnish the main feed of fattening 
hogs, but it is safe to give them all 
they will eat when fed on a ration 
of wheat and corn. The small amount 
of oats our correspondent feeds may 
be all right for variety, but unless 
Wyoming oats are better quality than 
the oats in the corn states this year 


they are exceedingly dear feed. The 
amount of hull on the oat does not 
greatly differ whether the oats are 


heavy or light, and hence the lighter 
the oat the greater the amount of hull 
in proportion. 

Our friends in the alfalfa and sugar 
beet country will have to be taken into 
account in the matter of supplying 
the market with hogs, especially the 
bacon type, even if they do have to 
ship in their corn. 


HOGGING DOWN CORN. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer 

Hogging down corn has again been 
experienced by many and discussed 
pro and con by the press. I should 
very much like to hear from a liberal 
number of brother farmers as to their 
results. 

I brought seventy-seven head of fall 
shoats and March pigs through the 
summer on clover and blue grass pas- 
ture with fair feeds of good corn once 


or twice daily, according to weather, 
feeding more liberally on cold, wet 
days, or when grass got dry. Septem 


ber Ist I began cutting up corn, feed- 
ing stalks and all. The corn was just 
past roasting ear. On September 22d 
I turned the whole bunch in and left 
the gate to pasture open. October Ist 
I hauled off thirty-seven head and sold 
them at 6 cents per pound. They hav-
